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SATs SCORES ARE 
WIDE OF UK MARK 


County’s primary schools 
need to improve as results 
tall behind national average 


ALMOST one third of primary 
school children have failed to meet 
national standards as the latest 
SATs results reveal Kent is falling 
below the national average. 

Although 70 per cent of 11-year-olds 
achieved the level four benchmark in English 
and maths combined - the standard level pri¬ 
mary school leavers are expected to meet - 
nationally, the figure was 74 per cent. 

The provisional results released by Kent 
County Council did, however, show improve¬ 
ments from previous years, with figures up 
two per cent. They were the highest seen in 
the county since 2005. 

But breaking the figures down into subjects, 
reveals the number of students achieving level 
four in maths was 77 per cent, three per cent 
lower than the national average, despite Kent 
seeing a two per cent increase since last year. 

In English the figure stayed put at 78 per 
cent, with the national figure at 81 per cent. 

Medway Council also failed to meet country¬ 
wide standards with 76 per cent in English 
and 74 per cent in maths. 

Although education chiefs at County Hall

said they were pleased to see improvements 
from last year, Cllr Jenny Whittle, deputy cab¬ 
inet member for children, families and educa¬ 
tion, admitted progress needed to be made. 

“I’m pleased the results for level four 
English and mathematics combined are up by 
two per cent,” she said. 

“However, I want to see those figures 
improve in the coming years. There will be 
intensive support for those schools below the 
target and partnerships between schools to 
help raise attainment. I truly believe that fur¬ 
ther improvements in education for five to 11- 
year-olds will come about by parents and 
schools working closely together.” 

At 14 schools all the pupils reached the tar¬ 
get standards in English and maths. 

And of the 74 schools where less than 55 per 
cent of pupils hit the standard in those sub¬ 
jects in 2009, 42 successfully reached or 
exceeded the target for 2010. For higher level 
reading, pupils made progress with results 
increasing by three per cent to 48 per cent. 

But despite pockets of success around the

CONTROVERSIAL plans for the 
Kent International Gateway to be 
built in rural Maidstone have 
been sensationally scrapped. 

Delighted campaigners celebrated the news 
that the 250-acre road-rail freight interchange 
has been thrown out by the government. 

On Thursday Communities Secretary Eric 
Pickles refused an appeal by developer AXA, 
which had planned to build the giant indus¬ 
trial site next to the rural village of Bearsted 
at junction 8 of the M20. 

Councillors, MPs and residents had been 
fighting the KIG proposals since March, 2007. 

Maidstone council leader Cllr Chris Garland 
said: “This is a great result for the borough. 

“The council is keen to attract businesses to 
Maidstone, but we need to provide high qual¬ 
ity jobs for local people and also protect the 
environment and our rural communities. 

“I hope this will draw a line under this 
application and the council’s longer term plan¬ 
ning for the borough can now move ahead.” 

The depot, which was the size of 100 foot¬ 
ball pitches, was condemned by residents for 
the effects it would have on the countryside, 
wildlife, traffic, pollution and archaeological 
heritage of the area. 

The plan was to take HGVs off the motor¬ 


ways by creating a hub to move goods off lor¬ 
ries, many arriving in Kent through Dover 
port, and onto the rail system for distribution 
around the country. 

Kent’s Green Party was heavily involved in 
stopping the proposed industrial estate that 
would have sat between the picturesque vil¬ 
lages of Bearsted and Holligboume. 

Campaigns officer Stuart Jeffery said: “This 
is a welcome decision. Big business cannot be 
allowed to run roughshod over the will of 
local people or destroy such a beautiful and 
useful rural area. 

“Let us hope this matter has been put to 
rest now and that AXA turn their attention to 
funding projects which will reduce the impact 
on the environment rather than destroying it.” 


The KIG application was originally dis¬ 
missed by Maidstone councillors after 
research found the site would attract some 
6,000 vehicles and only three trains per day. 
AXA had stated there would be up to 19. 

The council felt KIG would significantly 
harm the countryside and Maidstone resi¬ 
dents through its 24 hours-a-day, seven-days- 
a-week, operation. 

Kent County Council leader Cllr Paul 
Carter said: “The Government has made the 
right decision by rejecting this scheme. This 
is a victory for common sense. 

“Kent International Gateway was a non¬ 
starter. It would be a travesty for a rail 
freight depot of this scale to go at the foot of 
the Kent Downs, one of our most treasured

county, overall school children failed to keep 
up with the national standard. 

Independent education advisor Peter Read, 
from Gravesend, said primaries are falling 
behind compared to secondaries. 

“I’m pleased to see there is an improvement 
in primary results, but the puzzle still 
remains as to why Kent secondary schools 
consistently perform at above average levels 
when primaries remain at below the nation¬ 
al average,” he said. 

The number of pupils achieving top GCSE 
results last year rose by 5.4 per cent between 
2008 and 2009, to 73 per cent. 

And figures also showed the number of key 
stage four students, aged 15-16, gaining A*-C 
grades in English and maths had increased 


by two per cent to 52 per cent, beating the 
49.8 per cent national average. 

This year’s SATs exams were thrown in the 
spotlight when the National Union of 
Teachers (NUT) and the National Assoc¬ 
iation of Headteachers (NAHT) led a protest 
against the controversial exams, which they 
claim put children under pressure and pre¬ 
vent a balanced curriculum. 

Primary schools across the country staged 
a boycott, with 24 from Kent not putting 
pupils through the exams. 

Cllr Whittle said this made it harder to 
compare the county with the national average. 

“Only six per cent of Kent primary schools 
boycotted the tests, compared to 26 per cent 
nationally,” she said. 

‘While SATs will be in place for 2011, the 


Government has ordered a review into pri¬ 
mary testing. This will give leading figures 
the opportunity to influence how our children 
are assessed before they move on to second¬ 
ary school.” 

Teachers’ assessment of pupils were pub¬ 
lished at the same time as the SATs results, 
although the Kent figures were unavailable. 

Nationally, SATs results and teachers’ own 
assessments were the same, highlighting the 
argument that the tests are not needed. 

Mr Read said: “This shows teachers’ assess¬ 
ments can be relied on, so why are we relying 
on SATs to show us how pupils are doing?” 

For the fifth year running, reception pupils 
at foundation stage have improved, with 61 
per cent - 10 per cent up from last year - 
achieving the expected level.

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THE National Farmers Union in 
Kent said it has no problems with 
cloned beef entering the UKs food 
chain, writes Chris Murphy. 

It comes after the Food Standards Agency 
discovered the meat from a bull, bom using an 
embryo from an American cloned cow, was 
sold for human consumption from a farm in 
Scotland. 

Experts are now divided on the rights and 
wrongs of the meat being eaten by humans. 

The RSPCA said it wants cloning banned, 
but the NFU in Kent said: “Our position is 
that we understand there is no health risk 
posed by eating meat from cloned animals. 

“The other point is the UK has a world-class 
cattle identification and tracing system which 
is monitored by government authorities 
including the Food Standards Agency. 

“The passport which each animal has also 
contains their genetic details. 

“No cloning can take place in the UK at the 
moment. But in the case of a progeny from a 
cloned animal, the passport would identify the 
host dam, which is the mother.” 

And Professor Darren Griffin, professor of 
genetics at the school of bioscience at the 
University of Kent said: “The first thing to say 
about this is that no-one has ever found any 
evidence that cloned meat is in any way dan¬ 
gerous to eat. 

“You should never say never, but I can’t see 
a conceivable way it might be, and there are 
all sorts of things we should worry about 
before this. 

“The issue really is that people should be 
able to choose and know what they are going 
to put in to their mouths and where it comes 
from, and be able to make an informed deci¬ 
sion on whether they eat it or not. I think the 
two issues are getting mixed up here.” 

Compassion in World Farming, said cloning 
was cruel because “many animals suffer in the 
pursuit of higher yields because they are 
being stretched to the limits of their physical 
capacity’. 

But Prof Griffin said: “I think to say this is 
cruel because it physically affects the animal 
is stretching the imagination too far. 

“The embryos are implanted and the ani¬ 
mals are bom in the normal way and presum¬ 
ably treated no differently.” 

Stem cell expert Robin Lovell-Badge added 
he would be happy to eat the meat from a 
cloned cow. 

He said: “Sometimes a cloned animal will 
have some abnormalities which doesn’t mean 
that’s going to be unsafe to eat to begin with.

When you breed from that animal, you reset 
all those issues and you’ll be back to normal.” 

The meat entered the UK food chain after 
two bulls from the embryos of a cow cloned in 
America were bought by farmer Steven Innes 
at the Newmeadow Farm, near Naim in the 
Scottish highlands. 

Milestone 

Meat from one was sold on to be eaten after 
the animal was slaughtered in July last year. 

The second bull was slaughtered in July this 
year, but that meat was not allowed into the 
food chain. Before that, they sired 100 cows 
which are still on the farm, but are not used 
to produce milk. 

The Food Standards Agency also said 
meat from another offspring of a cloned cow 
had entered the food chain. 


Gunman wanted ‘death by 
cop’ after killing his lover 


KILLER Tomas Uptas murdered the “one he 
most loved” in a fit of rage before attempting to 
get himself shot dead by police in a supermar¬ 
ket, write Ian Read and Jenny Armstrong. 

Alcoholic Uptas, 32, strangled girlfriend 
Loretta Raupiene with her own scarf before 
rampaging through Wincheap in 
Canterbury, threatening motorists and shop¬ 
pers with an imitation firearm. 

He was eventually shot in the 
arm by a police marksman in 
Morrisons. 

Uptas was sentenced at 
Maidstone Crown Court to a 
minimum of 18-and-a-half years 
in prison, minus 243 days 
already spent in behind bars. 

Lithuanians Miss Raupiene, 

47, and Uptas lived in a bedsit in 
Victoria Road, Wincheap. 

On the night of the murder, 

Uptas had been drinking heavily. 

Miss Raupiene told Uptas she was 
leaving him to return to Lithuania 
shortly before he killed her. 

Judge Mr Justice Cooke said:

“When she said she was leaving you, you 
deliberately killed her. Afterwards you 
calmed down and possibly felt despair over 
what happened. Whether or not you intend¬ 
ed to get the police to kill you only you can 
know, but it can be the only sensible explana¬ 
tion for what you did.” 


The judge said Uptas seemed unable to let 
Ms Raupiene leave him as she had decided to 
do. He had previously said: “If not for me, 
then for no-one.” 

Uptas betrayed his violent temper at sever¬ 
al points during the trial, at one point refus¬ 
ing to answer prosecution barrister Oliver 
Saxby and haranguing the judge. 

Previously he had challenged 
the judge to hand him a life sen¬ 
tence, and last week even refused 
to appear in the dock because he 
wasn’t allowed to smoke a ciga¬ 
rette in his cell. 

The jury of four women and 
eight men came to a unanimous 
verdict following nine hours of 
deliberation. When the judge pro¬ 
nounced the sentence he grinned 
and made a comment to his trans¬ 
lator as he left the courtroom. 

After the trail Miss Raupiene’s 
daughter, Greta Raupyte, said: “If 
every time when I think about 
mum a flower would blossom I 
would have an infinite garden. 

“I always remember her as a positive, 
smiling person. 

“Someone has lost a daughter, someone has 
lost a friend, someone has lost a wife, but I 
have lost the only person I could lean on, the 
person with whom I could talk about any¬ 
thing, the person who was everything to me.” 


The animal, called Parable, was bom in 
May, 2007, and slaughtered on May 5,2010. 

Companies in the US are using cloning 
technology to boost milk and meat yields. 

These products need to pass safety tests 
before being sold in Europe. 

Food Standards Agency chief Tim Smith 
said there is no way it can vouch for every sin¬ 
gle animal in the UK. 

He said: “It’s a bit like the police being there 
and being an efficient service and us expect¬ 
ing no crime. 

“It’s inevitable that however good the sys¬ 
tem is, it ultimately relies on the honesty of 
the people who are participating in the chain. 

“So it means that every farmer, every breed¬ 
er, every processor has to come clean and tell 
us what it is they're actually doing. 

“It's impossible for us to stand by each ani¬ 
mal and watch what happens to it throughout 
its life cycle.” 

The European authorities are still examining 
the whole issue of products from cloned ani¬ 
mals and MEPs last month voted to ban them. 
September is the next milestone in the process 
and a Euro ban on clones could become law. 

Recently, the British dairy industry organi¬ 
sation DairyCo declared it was “confident” no 
milk from a cow which had come from a 
cloned cow had been consumed by humans. 


A Gale warning 

ANIMAL charities should be included on the 
board of the Disasters Emergency 
Committee which responds to crisis like the 
Pakistan floods. 

That’s the claim of North Thanet Tory MP 
Roger Gale, who is a Trustee of the Society 
for the Protection of Animals Abroad. 

He said: “This is not some dewy-eyed plea; 
it is a hard-nosed life-saving reality that has 
been proved over and over again that if you 
do not save livestock at the same time that 
you save human life, then in the longer term 
more people will continue to die.” 

Pair injured boys 

A COUPLE who assaulted two boys under 
the age of four have been found guilty of child 
neglect. 

Kristina Davies, 19, and Ricky Winter, 23, 
both of Canterbury Road, Margate, had pre¬ 
viously pleaded not guilty of child neglect 
relating to a period in July, 2009, when the 
pair were looking after the children. 

During that time the boys suffered injuries, 
including fractured bones, bruises and bites. 

The pair will be sentenced at Canterbury 
Crown Court in the week commencing 
September 6.

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Police dogs add 
bite to the fight 


against 

KENT Police dogs have bitten 
almost 50 people in the past 15 
months, according to new figures. 

Four victims were innocent members of 
the public caught up in police chases and, in 
one case, a missing person search. 

Four police officers were also bitten, but 
the majority of those attacked were suspect¬ 
ed criminals, and in almost half of the cases 
they were being pursued by police. 

Crimes included burglary, vehicle theft, 
suspected arson, fights and threats to an 
officer. From January, 2009, to June, 2010,49 
people were bitten by police dogs - which 
help in the arrest of 1,000 suspects a year - 
causing injuries including puncture marks, 
grazes and scratches. 

In some incidents the dogs gripped cloth¬ 
ing - which has to be reported as a bite - or 
there was no injury sustained. 

In the four cases of members of the public 
being bitten, one reported an ankle puncture 
wound, two reported reddening arms, and 
one claimed to have been bitten on the arm. 

The 41 suspects - one of which was a vio¬ 
lent prisoner and another wanted in connec¬ 
tion with a violent assault - complained of

either puncture wounds, bruising or bite 
marks. Since 2005, six claims have been 
made against the police regarding dog bites. 

Of these three are now dormant, one was dis¬ 
continued, another is ongoing, and in one case 
the claimant received £63 for a tom jacket. 

Assistant Chief Constable Andy Adams 
said all Kent Police dogs were trained to the 
national standard. 

“Their handlers also undergo continuous 
refresher training throughout the year,” he 
said. “Police dogs are trained to protect 
themselves and their handlers from violent 
attack, and also to chase and detain fleeing 
suspects. They help arrest more than 1,000 
suspects every year, as well as working in 
areas such as helping find missing and vul¬ 
nerable persons.” 

He said people who were violent towards 
the dog or its handler, or acted in a threaten¬ 
ing way, could end up being bitten. 

“People who make off from officers when 
told to stop may also be bitten as a result of 
their own actions,” he said. 



“We are proud that our force has one of the 
leading dog teams in the country and has 
won national awards at police events.” 

In all cases except one, the breed of dog 
involved in the reported bites was German 
shepherd. The single exception involved a 
mallinois, a variety of Belgian shepherd. 

The Kent Police Dog Unit performs patrol 
duties, public order duties, explosives 
searching, weapon detection, cash detection 
and firearms support. 
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Speeding soldier 

A DARTFORD soldier caught in Canada at 
almost three times the speed limit has been 
fined after telling police he was late. 

David Louth told a court he was late getting 
back to base for duty, so put his foot down. He 
was doing 173kmh (108mph) in a 60kmh 
(37mph) zone in Strathmore, Calgary. 

A charge of dangerous driving was dropped 
in favour of speeding. He was fined $800 - 
almost £500 - and could face action from the 
Army. His hired van was stopped by police 
after motorists has dialled the emergency 911 
number to report the speeding vehicle. 

The 24-year-old had passengers on board, all 
British soldiers returning to a troop training 
centre in Suffield, 150 miles south of Calgary. 

Constable Tyler Cooke told the court: “He 
informed me he was running late,” reported 
the Calgary Herald. 

An MoD official said: “The dangerous driving 
charge was withdrawn which means he has 
not been convicted in civil court, just received 
a fine. If an individual is convicted internal 
disciplinary procedures would be considered, 
but no decision has been made.”

POLICE chiefs are touring shopping centres

Ann Barnes, chair of Kent Police Authority, 
said: “We want to know what people would do 
if they were the budget holder.

Angel of the 
South offer 
to sculptor 

A SCULPTOR has been offered land near 
Dover for his own Angel of the South’. 

Ian Morrison, from Wingham, has been 
given use of former Ministry of Defence land 
near Dover, for his 100ft Invicta horse sculp¬ 
ture. The land, which was also previously 
owned by Channel Tunnel operator 
Eurotunnel, is now in the hands of a private 
group which has told the sculptor he can locate 
the Kentish symbol there. 

The site, just off the A20 near Folkestone, 
means the horse would be seen from across the 
Channel in Calais and Boulogne. Mr Morrison 
said: “It still needs planning permission, but 
this should be possible as there are no houses 
or anything anywhere nearby. 

Support 

“Kent County Council and Dover District 
Council support the idea. I designed it out of 
anger against the Ebbsfleet horse - that is all 
wrong. I’ve had a huge response to the design 
and hopefully it will be ready before the 
London Olympics.” 

The artist is hoping the project will be par¬ 
tially funded by Kentish people willing to pay 
to have their names engraved into the statue. 

“Kentish people will be able to have their 
name put on it,” said Mr Morrison. 

“It will be personalised for Kent with the 
names on the mane, the tail and wherever 
else. It will stand as a record of these people for 
a small fee. 

“It will stay there as long as people want 
because it will be made from galvanised steel 
plates. These have a lifespan of 55 years in the 
worst conditions and can be replaced if they 
start to corrode.”

MUSIC has become a real family 
affair for Maidstone-based DJ 
and businessman Mark Knight. 

He started out behind the decks 15 years 
ago and his career has taken him around 
the world, but trying to run his own 
Toolroom Records label at the same time 
eventually became a trial. 

That is when his Knights in shining 
armour stepped forward to help - brother 
Stuart and father Ken, along with friend 
Owen Ingram. Now in its seventh year, the 
company is going from strength to strength. 

“My brother had left his job and he was 
always a big music fan,” Knight, 37, said. 
“We’ve done everything together all our 
lives, so we sat down with dad and thought 


about what we wanted to do. We looked at 
the big names in the game and set our 
sights high. 

‘We made a five-year plan and we’ve pret¬ 
ty much succeeded in what we wanted to do. 
With 18 staff, we’re probably the world’s 
biggest independent dance label.” 

Although he has played all over the world, 
Knight has also seen a dark side of big 
dance events. He was on the decks at the 
Love Parade in Germany last month when 
a stampede claimed 20 lives, but Knight 
was told to play on during the chaos to try to 
avoid further panic. 

With Ingram taking care of the legal side 
of the business and his brother running day- 
to-day operations, Knight is free to make 
music and guide the musical direction of 


Toolroom Records. Having performed as a 
drummer in the past, retired businessman 
Ken has brought another invaluable ele¬ 
ment to the business. 

“My dad is probably the only 66-year-old 
who knows everything about dance music,” 
Knight said. “Big names in the industry will 
pick up the phone and ask him about things. 

“If you take his passion and business acu¬ 
men, he’s a good figurehead and a great per¬ 
son to have involved. He oversees it and 
drives it as a business.” 

Knight started out experimenting with 
music in his bedroom, before landing local 
gigs and then progressing to the globetrot¬ 
ting lifestyle he now enjoys. But after living 
in London for years, he decided to move 
back to Maidstone and base his business 


there. “It’s really weird how a tiny little 
town has such a massive impact on the 
dance industry and there are just so many 
people here,” he said. “It’s a real microcosm 
of activity and quite inspirational.” 

Knight is keen to see more of his records 
cross over to the national charts, as well as 
building the management, publishing and 
events side of the business.

Third Labour leadership 
hopeful makes his pitch

FORMER health secretary Andy 
Burnham is the latest senior 
Labour politician to visit Kent in 
a bid to win back party support. 

The visit formed part of his leadership 
campaign, where the MP for Leigh is up 
against Ed and David Miliband, Ed Balls 
and Diane Abbott in the battle replace 
Gordon Brown as Labour chief. 

Mr Burnham spoke to party members in 
Gillingham, before a second meeting in 
Gravesend, focusing on how Labour needs to 
reconnect with Kent. 

He is the third candidate to visit the coun¬ 
ty since the general election, with David 
Miliband visiting Medway in May, followed 
by his brother Ed in July. 

Speaking to KOS Media after his meetings 
on Monday, Mr Burnham said: “This is an 
important county if we want to win back sup¬ 
port. This is why politicians have come here 
the last few months - it’s why I’ve come here. 
It’s a place Labour needs to win back. 

“Given its geography, it is a strong region 
where we want to regain trust in Labour. 
We’ve got to spend time listening to people 
in Kent. This is why I came and why I’ll def¬ 
initely be back.” 

Mr Burnham said he was “saddened” by 
the loss of Labour support in the county at 
the election, where the party failed to win a

single seat. In the county council elections in 
2009 Labour managed to take just two seats 
in Kent. “The party has to reconnect with 
ordinary people on the street,” he said. 

“We had support before in Kent, and MPs 
from many walks of life, but we seemed to 
lose touch with people.” 

But the 40-year-old was confident red 
could be put back into Kent’s political map. 

“Many people voted Labour in past elec¬ 
tions,” he said. “This is about re-establishing 
that connection, getting back in touch with 
ordinary people from everyday life.” 

Mr Burnham said there were two issues 
he would focus on as Labour leader, and also 
as a party member. 


“I want a society where young people from 
all backgrounds can get on in life,” he said. 
“It is harder now for young people than it 
used to be. There are not so many life 
chances these days and I believe many are 
being exploited by unpaid internships - I 
want to see these scrapped. 

“Care for older people is also extremely 
important. How do we help people live 
longer, happier lives? I believe my policy of a 
national care service like the NHS would 
benefit the south of England.” 

He added: “We need to address the issues 
that are important to people. It is also 
important that Labour comes up with a 
principled alternative to the coalition’s 
spending plans. 

“Deep cuts are not the only way. It can be 
done differently and we will do this in time 
for the spending review in the autumn. We 
should resist cuts that reduce hope for the 
young and help for the vulnerable.” 

Labour members in Kent said they were 
pleased the county was a focus for the party 
as the leadership battle geared up. 

Cllr Vince Maple, from Medway Council, 
said: “It shows how seriously leadership can¬ 
didates take the views of Kent and Medway. 

“We’ve also seen increases in member¬ 
ship across the constituency Labour par¬ 
ties in Kent, which says to me people want 
to get involved with standing up against 
the Con-Dem cuts by joining the only pro¬ 
gressive party.” 
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2012 Olympic Torch to blaze 
a path through cathedral city 


CANTERBURY Cathedral is set to 
welcome the Olympic Torch in the run¬ 
up to the London 2012 Games. 

The International Olympic Committee - alarmed at 
disturbances on the route before the Beijing games - 
will not hold the traditional international relay. 

Members fear protesters will disrupt the relay as 
the torch proceeds through sensitive areas. In 2008, 
protests were aimed at China’s human rights record. 

Instead a relay around the UK will be held.

Upon arrival in Britain, the torch will embark on a 
70-day tour where it is expected to visit all 66 cities, 
the places events will take place, and 28 Unesco her¬ 
itage sites, including Canterbury Cathedral. 

The city last saw the flame in 1948 - the last time 
the Games were held in Britain. 

Kent County Council’s head of sport, leisure and 
Olympics, Chris Hespe, who is also chairman of the 
Kent 2012 Campaign, said Dover 
and its iconic White Cliffs was still 
in the frame as a point of entry for 
the famous torch. 

Logistics 

Cllr Hespe said: “Recently the 
organisers informed us that no deci¬ 
sion has been made on the point of 
entry and that full discussions 


would be held with KCC about the Dover option prior 
to any decision being taken. 

‘We understand there are a number of areas that 
would like to accommodate the entry of the Olympic 
torch into the UK. 

We believe the case for Dover is strong, but under¬ 
stand the decision will be made by the organisers on 
logistical grounds”. 

The torch is set to arrive in Britain on Friday, May 
18, 2012. 

In 1948, London hosted the summer Olympics after 
a 12-year hiatus due to World War Two. 

HMS Bicester was detailed to carry the flame across 
the English Channel and into England via Dover. The 
flame then travelled to London through Kent via 
Canterbury, Charing and Maidstone before continu¬ 
ing the journey to Wembley.

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Rare heron chick spotted in a flap 


THE first young purple heron to be bom in 
the UK has emerged from the nest at 
Dungeness RSPB reserve. 

The young bird was seen on Tuesday morn¬ 
ing by a volunteer on watch. 

The RSPB’s Phil Eglise said: “A large pur¬ 
ple heron was seen clambering up willow 
bushes near the nest site in an apparent 
effort to try to gain height before flying. 

“It was practising flapping its wings before 


flying around in a couple of brief circles 
above the nesting reedbed.” 

The bird was also brown and dull in appear¬ 
ance, lacking the dark stripes of the adult. 

This is the first chick to venture out of the 
nest so far, but it is believed there is at least 
one more to come. The first sign the birds 
were nesting at the site came at the end of 
April and the RSPB set up a round-the-clock 
species protection scheme.

NY rap man’s 
big respect to 
his Westgate 
Massive days 


RESPECTED rap producer Lewis Parker 
says he will never forget his Kentish back¬ 
ground, despite leaving the county in his 
quest for fame and fortune. 

Years before moving to 
New York to work with 
some of the biggest 
names on the American 
hip-hop scene, a then 
teenage Parker devel¬ 
oped his own unique 
style while living in a 
house opposite Canter¬ 
bury’s St Lawrence 
cricket ground. 

And despite now resid¬ 
ing thousands of miles 
away, the 33-year-old 
insists he is still a mem¬ 
ber of the ‘Westgate 
Massive’ that took its 
name from the historic 
tower on the edge of the 
cathedral city. 

“When I lived in Kent the majority of 
people I knew were into hip-hop,” he told 
KOS Media. 

“I really embraced that and that’s where 
my style was formed. Most of my good 
friends were DJs, record collectors or MCs, 
and when my first record came out it was 
all about representing the Westgate 
Massive and giving them shout-outs. 

“Nobody at that point was representing 
Kent and Canterbury as hard as I was, and 
I felt the love back, too.” 

Parker, who attended Chaucer Technology 
College during his three years in 
Canterbury, received his big break in 1998, 
when he released his first LP - Masquerades 
and Silhouettes - through Massive Attack’s 
own record label Melankolic. 

But after five years of attempting to build 
a name for himself in the UK, the London- 
born talent decided he had hit a glass ceil¬ 
ing and moved to Queens, New York. 

It proved to be a wise move, as Parker’s 
career took off and enabled him to work 
with such stars as Ghostface Killah from 
the Wu-Tang Clan. 

“I don’t give a damn where I’m living,” he 
said. “I could go the middle of the Amazon 
and still produce the same dope rhymes I do 
now. I didn’t want to represent just one 
area. I wanted recognition on a worldwide 
scale, and that’s why I moved to New York 
- to reach that next level. 

“I’ve always been the underdog and the 
guy who has an album, but no music videos. 
I’ve always played the back role and at the 
moment I’m still in that same battle.” 


AN EXPERIENCED diver lost her 
life on a dream trip to the 
Galapagos Islands after a series of 
basic failures by tour organisers, a 
coroner has ruled, writes Ian Read. 

Gillingham-bom Donna Newton, 40, died 
after running into difficulties during a dive off 
the scenic Pacific islands on Tuesday, October 
6 last year. 

Mid Kent Coroner Roger Sykes recorded a 
narrative verdicy, and said vital procedures to 
ensure underwater safety were not followed. 

Donna should have been accompanied by 
a dive buddy who is supposed to help if she 
got into difficulty. But the buddy swam off 
on her own. The tour’s divemaster also 
failed to watch over them. 

Radio equipment tuned to an emergency 
beacon carried by divers was also found to 
not be switched on. 

In his damning verdict, Mr Sykes said: 
“Her divemaster failed to keep watch over 
her and her dive buddy. 

“Her dive buddy failed to signal to Donna 
and the divemaster that she had to ascend 
early and the divemaster failed to notice 
Donna had a loss of buoyancy control on her 
ascent probably caused by vomiting into 
her mask and mouthpiece. 

“These were serious failures to conform to 
recognised diving practices.” 

Donna was last seen swimming behind 
some turtles 30 metres below the surface. 

It was some time before divemaster 
Fabricio Carbo noticed she was missing. 

She was found floating on her back with 
her mask off and blood and vomit around 
her nose. Her buoyancy jacket was inflated 
and she’d operated her emergency beacon, 
but the receiver aboard the dive boat was 
switched off. 

Her mother Diana says her daughter’s 
death should be a warning to others. 

She said: “If I can stop another family 
going through the hell we have endured 
since October then it is something. 

“Donna was very fit and would regularly 
swim a mile before breakfast. We couldn’t 
go out to talk to the divemaster because of 
the cost. She worked hard and saved the 
money, only to die like that. I felt helpless. 

“My daughter was thousands of miles 
away and I didn’t know what had happened 
until two days later. I miss her very much.” 

An exprienced diver also on the tour told 
the inquest: “When first-time visitors dive 
the Galapagos their eyes are like saucers. 

“It’s incumbent on the divemaster to watch 
his charges like a sheep dog. I do not think 
there was much dive discipline going on. 

“She was fighting for her life and nobody 
realised due to the divemaster’s sloppiness.”

Dogs’ home sees 
an alarming rise 
in the number of 

dumped Staffies

Experts’ reward 
to find fox killers 


KENT’S leading fox experts are offering a 
£1,000 reward to catch a bunch of thugs who 
beat a fox to death with a cricket bat. 

The London gang call themselves the Urban 
Foxhunters, but expert John Bryant, from 
Tonbridge, said they are breaking several laws. 

The group has defended their actions follow¬ 
ing outrage when a video of them beating the fox 
to death appeared on YouTube. It has since been 
removed as public anger against them rises. 

The Urban Foxhunters said they were pro¬ 
viding a “public service” by drugging foxes in 
Hackney neighbourhoods, and then avoiding 
any suffering by hammering them to death 
with a cricket bat while they are doped up. 

The slaughter happened close to the home of 
twin baby girls that were seriously injured by 
a fox in June. 

Mr Bryant has offered a cash reward for the 
successful prosecution of the gang members. 

He told KOS Media: “This gang of five men 
are putting out drugged food for foxes. They 
then chased this fox around and beat it to 
death with a cricket bat. The police and RSPCA 
are looking at this, and I thought I would offer 
this £500 reward, which is being matched by 
the Fox Project, also based in Kent.” 

Police are investigating the fox’s death. 


THE Staffordshire bull terrier can 
be a cute and cuddly pet say the 
experts, so swapping them online 
for an MP3 player or PlayStation 
is no way to treat them. 

The number of owners looking to get rid of 
the dogs is growing so fast the Kent branch 
of the Battersea Dogs Home is becoming 
overwhelmed, and horrified at the online bar¬ 
tering of the animals. 

The Staffie has suffered bad press in the 
past, but the world-famous dogs’ home at 
Brands Hatch says not all of them are vicious 
would-be child killers. 

The home said 50 per cent of bull breeds 
and 43 per cent of its total intake are Staffies. 

Some can be re-homed, but many are put 
down because irresponsible owners have no 
clue on how to care for them. 

Some owners see them as status dogs and 
often train them to be aggressive, whereas in 
a loving home the animals can make great 
family pets. 

Battersea Dogs Home took in 7,866 dogs

last year, but of the 2,815 put down, 1,931 
were healthy. 

Of those 1,931, many were no longer able to 
mix with humans because they had been 
treated so appallingly and were a safety risk. 

Now Battersea wants all dogs to be 
chipped, and even the dog licensing system 
reintroduced in an effort to at least eliminate 
the problem of strays. And if aggressive 
animals are found, their owners can be 
instantly traced and action taken if required. 

Accessories 

Battersea director of operations Scott 
Craddock said: “We need to highlight exactly 
what is going on and we feel we’ve come to a 
point where enough is enough. What people are 
doing to some of these dogs and the state they 
are coming in to us is completely unacceptable.” 

The number of Staffies arriving at Battersea 
has leapt 850 per cent since 1996, and wardens 
in Kent have been reporting a rise in strays. 

RSPCA spokesman Tim Wass said: “In

2009, we killed 533 healthy dogs. And you’ll 
notice I used the word ‘kill’ there, rather than 
‘put to sleep’ or ‘humanely euthanise’. 

“There’s been enough euphemism, we real¬ 
ly need to tell it how it is.” 

The University of Bristol now estimates the 
UK’s dog population has hit 10 million. 

Department of Food, Rural Affairs and 
Agriculture under-secretary Lord Henley, 
responsible for dangerous dogs, is “not con¬ 
vinced” a dog licence would help much as 
responsible owners would be ‘taxed’ and the 
irresponsible would simply ignore it. 

Battersea chief executive Claire Horton 
said: “The plight of dogs bred, bought and sold 
as accessories, weapons and status symbols 
and the unrelenting pressure rescue organi¬ 
sations are all facing needs to be known, and 
the cause? Irresponsible ownership and back 
street breeding. 

“This is not just a Battersea Dogs and Cats 
Home problem; this is a bigger society problem 
affecting all animal welfare organisations, the 
police and all local authorities across the UK. 

“It’s not necessarily just about dogs either; 
it’s often about crime, intimidation and anti¬ 
social behaviour.” 
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Call for a united 
attack to get rail 
service on track 


RAIL users are being urged to 
unite with politicians and pres¬ 
sure groups to push for improve¬ 
ments to Kent’s train service. 

It follows a meeting between transport 
minister Theresa Villiers and Kent County 
Council’s cabinet member for highways 
Councillor Nick Chard about problems 
caused by the introduction of the High 
Speed One (HS1). 

Cllr Chard is now calling on passengers to 
help create a united front to press the 
Government for better services. 

“The rail franchise in Kent 
is due for renewal in 2012, 
or possibly 2014 if South¬ 
eastern is granted an exten¬ 
sion,” he said. 

“Work needs to start now if 
we are going to shape the 
future of rail services for pas¬ 
sengers in Kent. We want rail 
user groups to get in touch 
with us so we can present a 
properly coordinated case.” 

Since the new HS1 timetable 
was fully rolled out in 
December, services for the 
north and east of the county, 

Maidstone, and Deal, have 
been plagued with problems. 

Some of the ‘classic’ slower 
services running between Maidstone and 
London were cut and passengers from 
areas including Thanet and Herne 
Bay found they were paying more money 
for a reduced, poorer service on the con¬ 
ventional lines. 

At times, some passengers returning from 
London to Margate found it took two hours, 
instead of one hour 35 minutes. 

“That’s slower than in 1927,” said Thanet 
North MP Roger Gale, who has been cam¬ 
paigning for improved services since HS1 - 
which takes just over an hour from east 
Kent to St Pancras - was introduced. 

“It is 76 miles to London - if it takes two 
hours that means the train is travelling at 
just 35mph. When the HS1 is running late,

the classic service is stopped and held back 
- the passengers on the reduced, over¬ 
crowded classic service have to watch as the 
almost empty HS1 goes past. 

“The service along the Kent coast has 
been a disaster. It is slower, £13 more 
expensive if you buy a day ticket, and can 
only take people to St Pancras.” 

Mr Gale said there are a number of 
things that needed to be done. 

“The original timetable needs 
to be brought back for the 
many people who are travel¬ 
ling to other London stations 
like Cannon Street, London 
Bridge or Victoria,” he said. 

“Modem signalling needs to 
be brought in so trains can 
move on both sides of the track. 

“At the moment the so-called 
fast train can’t actually move 
at high speed along the Kent 
coast until it passes the 
Medway towns.” 

Mr Gale is also pushing for 
a train link from Manston, 
which he says would take 
only an hour. 

“KCC have just had a study 
done into the upgrading of the line between 
Ashford and Ramsgate,” he said. “It would¬ 
n’t cost the earth and it would be possible to 
get to Victoria from there in one hour.” 

A rail summit was held at County Hall in 
March to discuss the situation and another 
one for later this year is being organised. 

Cllr Chard said: “It is so important that 
rail user groups come forward so we can 
discuss how to move things forward and 
look at what we all want from our rail net¬ 
work in terms of the new franchise. 

“We need a united Kent voice and I want 
people to make a contribution by saying 
what they think is needed.”

Red-faced Eurotunnel's apology 
to passengers left on-board train 


EUROTUNNEL passengers bound for 
France were left fuming when they ended 
up on a round trip back to Folkestone after 
they were forgotten about and left on a 
train, writes James Alexandre. 

The seven cars and the people travelling 
in them were at the end of the last carriage, 
which staff failed to unload at the Channel 
Tunnel terminal in France. 

The oversight was due to an earlier car-oil 
spill at the front compartment that had to 
be kept empty for cleaning, but staff didn’t 
notice there were still others at the back 
waiting to disembark. 

It was only when the train started to return 
to England that alarmed passengers realised 
the mistake and alerted crew-members. 

In total, they spent two-and-a-half hours 
crossing the English Channel three times 
before they could set off on their onward 
journeys from the French side at Coquelles. 

A Eurotunnel official said the mistake 
was down to human error. 

“The crew apologised immediately and we 


arranged for managers to be present when 
they arrived back in England,” he said. 

“We put them straight on to the next 
train back, gave them a full refund and 
offered them a free Flexipass return trip, 
our first-class ticket. This is the first time 
this has happened and it’s a little embar¬ 
rassing, but we have apologised profusely. 

“The incident is still being investigated 
and it was out of the blue, but we are defi¬ 
nitely treating this as human error.” 

He said the first compartment of the last 
carriage had been taken out of service “for 
a few return trips due to the safety aspect 
and the smell”. 

But staff at the station assumed the entire 
wagon must have been empty when the inci¬ 
dent took place last Saturday, with the first 
outgoing train from Folkestone at 08.50am. 

The company, which runs both the Channel 
Tunnel and the shuttle service, recently 
reported losses of 44.8 million euros for the 
first half of this year, due to delays over insur¬ 
ance compensation for the 2008 fire.

A VAST collection of Sir Winston 
Churchill material, from school 
reports to a personal copy of his 
‘finest hour’ speech, will soon be 
available online. 

The Churchill Archive Trust has agreed a 
deal with publisher Bloomsbury to make more 
than one million items about the wartime 
Prime Minister, who lived at Chartwell, near 
Westerham, available online in 2012. 

Among the archives being digitised are some 
2,500 boxes of letters, telegrams, manuscripts 
and photographs. 

It will show not only his greatest moments 
as PM, including drafts of his famous speech¬ 
es such as the rousing “we will fight them on 
the beaches” and “never in the field of human 
conflict” from 1940, but also his human side 
with material that shows his love of gambling 
and drinking. 

There are also items relating to Churchills 
menagerie of pets including the black geese, 
sheep and pigs he kept at Chartwell. 

Meanwhile, a set of Churchill’s false teeth, 
credited with giving the skilled orator his 
characteristically slurred diction, went under 
the hammer in Norfolk for £15,200. 

Auctioneer Keys said the partial set of 
dentures were a spare set of what the Royal 
College of Surgeons once captioned “The teeth 
that saved the world?” 

The teeth, which were estimated to reach 
between £4,000-5,000, went to an unnamed 
collector from Gloucestershire, who also owns 
the microphone through which Churchill 
announced the end of the war.

Antiques valuer Andrew Bullock said 
Churchill suffered from terrible teeth and 
gums and needed complicated dentistry from 
childhood. 

“The delicacy and special design of the teeth 
have been widely credited with helping 
Churchill speak clearly and effectively,” he said. 

“Churchill lived in fear of losing his false teeth 
- and hence his speaking voice - and insisted 
that spare dentures always be on hand.” 

Amazing 

The dentures, which were sold last 
Thursday, were carefully designed to ensure 
that he kept his slurred speaking voice, which 
was a deliberate affectation designed to over¬ 
come a childhood lisp. 

Other items of ‘Churchilliana’ also went 
under the hammer at Keys including a dam¬ 


aged Victorian Boulle cigar box he gave his 
valet, sold for £4,500, and two packs of playing 
cards made for Churchill that fetched £1,000. 

Churchill showered gifts on Norman 
McGowan, who served as his valet from 1949- 
54, and Mr McGowan’s family entered 11 lots 
in the auction. 

“It’s not the sort of thing you give away light¬ 
ly,” Mr Bullock said about the cigar box. 

“The base is split - which makes it no good 
as a cigar box because the air can get in. So 
that is probably why he gave it away. 

“I have got a delightful vision of Churchill 
picking the box up and banging it on the desk 
causing the box to split, then deciding to gift it 
to his valet.” 

When the Churchill archives go live on the 
web in 2012, schools, homes and libraries 
around the world will have access to an amaz¬ 
ing amount of items. 

Churchill biographer Sir Martin Gilbert 
said: “The Churchill Papers collection is an 
Aladdin’s cave of historical riches, which it has 
been my privilege to explore. 

“I strongly endorse this project, which will 
enable everyone to have access to Sir Winston 
Churchill’s writings and correspondence. 

“It is a project that will bring the history of 
the first 60 years of the 20th century, and the 
remarkable story of Britain’s greatest Prime 
Minister, into the classroom and the home.”

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Now you 
register a 
death at 
the library

A MASSIVE shake-up in public 
services could see people regis¬ 
tering births and deaths with 
librarians. 

A six-month pilot project is already 
being trialled in Ashford and Sevenoaks 
libraries where registration services have 
been relocated. 

Library staff are being trained to register 
births and deaths, with registrars being 
trained to become librarians. 

The changes form part of a scheme look¬ 
ing at how library and registration services 
can be delivered together. 

It comes after Kent County Council 
revealed it has to make £15 million in sav¬ 
ings this year as a result of government 
cuts to local authority grants. 

Although concerns have been raised by 
public service trade union Unsion, KCC 
said the trial would help look at the best 
way to deliver registrations. 

“It will give us an opportunity to test how 
the services can work together to provide 
customers with better access at a more 
convenient and familiar location in the 
community,” a spokeswoman said. 

“We also want to explore how we can 
make the most of our premises and staffing 
resources across the county.” 

Initial plans saw an over-the-counter 
service where people wanting to register a 
birth or death would have to do so in front 
of other library users. 

But Unison argued this would be insinsi- 
tive for members of the public registering 
deaths. 

Concern 

David Lloyd, the Kent branch’s general 
secretary, said: “Some people raised concerns 
about the way in which registrations were 
to be carried out. They were worried about 
the practice, where if you were registering a 
death it would be done over the counter. 

“We think we have won on this point and 
it has been agreed there will be private 
rooms available for registrations.” 

Mr Lloyd said although there have been no 
formal objections to the changes, the merg¬ 
ing of services is a concern to the union. 

He added: “We’ve not been made aware of 
any job losses, but this is something we will 
keep an eye on. 

“Staff have not objected to changes, but 
there are some worries about what is hap¬ 
pening. We really need to see how it’s all 
going to work before we bring these up.” 

A KCC spokeswoman said: “The results of 
the pilot are being carefully assessed and 
evaluated before any decisions are taken that 
might impact on staff in the longer term. 

“Any changes to the terms and conditions 
and jobs descriptions of staff will be subject 
to full consultation with the trade unions 
and the staff elected.” 

She added: “The Kent Registration Service 
has been offering birth and death registra¬ 
tion at a number of locations for some time, 
including Gateways, which provide council 
services from town centres, and hospitals.” 

“Every effort is being made to ensure cus¬ 
tomers register in a private area where their 
privacy is respected.” 

A survey is being carried out to gather 
feedback from the public.

KENT MP and immigration minis¬ 
ter Damian Green has revealed 
that British and French forces 
have smashed a major ring that 
traffics in human misery.

coming to the UK through illegal routes. 

“That is why I am committed to working with 
my French counterpart to continue to improve 
security, and why we will continue with our 
successful summer operations against illegal 
immigration.” 

He added: “This operation demonstrates

Trio sniffed out 
at border check 

A LORRY containing three Indian 
stowaways was heading for Canterbury 
when it was stopped by border officials. 

The trio of men were spotted in the 
vehicle by UK Border Agency officers 
in Calais after a sniffer dog picked up 
their scent. 

The German-registered freight lorry 
carrying what was described as “mixed 
goods” was searched and the men were 
found in the trailer. The stowaways 
were handed to French border police 
and the lorry continued to the UK. 

Officials said the German driver 
could face fines if it’s decided he didn’t 
do enough to secure his vehicle. 

Carole Upshall, the UK Border 
Agency’s director for European opera¬ 
tions, said: “This is exactly why we 
base so many of our staff in France and 
Belgium - to stop illegal immigrants 
before they can reach the UK. 

“As well as using sniffer dogs, our 
staff also have heartbeat detectors and 
carbon dioxide probes to detect the 
presence of people hiding in lorries.” 

Last year, more than 29,000 illegal 
attempts to cross the English Channel 
were prevented. 


The clampdown comes after a major deal 
was signed last year between the two 
nations to tackle such problems. 

Before the general election, the Tories and 
Ashford MP Mr Green, promised to do more 
to tackle the problem of people smuggling. 

The French acted to shut down and bull¬ 
doze the huge refugee camp at Sangatte 
known as The Jungle, but more and more 
migrants are turning up in the coastal town 
of Calais and are still trying to cross the 
Channel to Kent, attracted many say by a 
promise of an easy life on benefits. 


The French government has been at 
pains to deflect this attitude, saying free 
houses and money are not routinely hand¬ 
ed out to illegal aliens. 

Britain is spending £15 million to tighten 
border controls and the French say this 
recent operation is just the start of a new ini¬ 
tiative to end the problem once and for all. 

The Home Office said the operation was 
co-ordinated by the Joint Intelligence Unit 
in Folkestone, which consists of the UKBA, 
Soca, Kent police, the French border police 
and the French anti-illegal immigration 
agency.

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Marine unit and intelligence experts work together to protect coast and country

A LEADING counter-terrorism 
expert has identified “critical infra¬ 
structure” in Kent that, if attacked, 
could paralyse the UK. 

Professor David Sloggett has been drafted in 
by Kent Police to identify entry routes and tar¬ 
gets for extremists set on causing maximum 
impact. 

The Isle of Sheppey’s gas facility, with its 
huge storage chambers and links to the 
national grid, nearby petrol stores and the reg¬ 
ular passage of fuel tankers have all been 
identified as potential targets. 

Speaking to KOS Media, the security spe¬ 
cialist said: “We must seek to understand con¬ 
temporary terrorism, using lessons from the 
past and the resources we have, to prevent 
future attacks.” 

Prof Sloggett said the hijack of the freight 
tanker Arctic Sea in 2009 was a reminder that 
terrorists could be operating close to home. 

Pirates boarded the ship in Swedish waters 
and sailed the vessel through the Strait of 
Dover towards West Africa’s Atlantic coast

without being detected. ‘We need to think 
about a combination of the Arctic Sea hijack 
and the Mumbai terrorist attack with the 
power to transmit such an event around the 
world,” he said. 

Any major terror attack would need a high 
level of planning and harbours such as 
Queenborough, with its all-tide landing, could 
be a potential stop-off point during reconnais¬ 
sance trips, he warned. 

Det Supt Andrew Lyttle leads the manage¬ 
ment of frontier operations. He said: “Kent has

long been seen as a thoroughfare for crimi¬ 
nal activity, whether illegal immigration, 
sex workers, drugs or terrorist activity. 

“While it is important for people to be 
aware of the risks, they should be reassured 
there is a strong surveillance presence. 

“Next time you see a boat at sea, regard¬ 
less of whether it is a pleasure craft or a 
commercial liner, we already know about it. 

“If it has entered Kent waters, it will have 
been boarded already or risk-assessed. The 
security of the London Olympics is now a 
key component for the maritime team. And 
for those living in or visiting the area, it’s 


important they have a sense of well-being 
and are aware of our presence.” 

The 2012 Olympics has presented the 
Home Office with its biggest peacetime 
security operation since the 1940s. 

Home Office advisers have warned there 
is a risk of “displacing” a terror attack to 
other parts of the UK because of the intense 
focus on the Games.

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Another busy day at the 
‘office’ for marine unit 


DAYS like the one I spent with the police 
marine tactical unit remind me of how lucky I 
am to do my job, writes Jill Hurst. 

Come rain or shine, this hardy lot are out on 
patrol, quietly getting on with the job of pro¬ 
tecting us. The marine unit doesn’t get a great 
deal of publicity, nor do they generally seek it, 
so I was delighted to be invited to spend a 
day at sea with them. 

I met Sgt Mark Wigmore and his team at 
Sheerness Docks, home to the 34-tonne 
Tamar class C boat, Princess Alexandra III. 

Safety briefing complete, the 54ft vessel left 
port. Out at sea Sgt Wigmore introduced me 
to the automatic identification system (AIS) - 
a short-range coastal tracking system used 
on ships and by traffic services, such as the 
police, for identifying and locating vessels by 
electronically exchanging information. 

Sgt Wigmore explain¬ 
ed that if there’s a ship 
on the water he’ll be 
able to find it on AIS. 

Moreover, he’ll be able 
to access data includ¬ 
ing where its been and 
its destination. 

“If a vessel is in our 
waters it’ll be on the 
AIS system and if 
it’s on the system you 
can be sure we’ve 
already boarded it or 
it’s been risk- 
assessed,” he told me. 

This is essential in the 
fight against crime. 

Kent has long been a 
thoroughfare for the 
sex trade, illegal immi¬ 
grants, gun and drug 
smugglers and, more 
recently, terrorism 
activity. 

Under Schedule 7 of 
the Terrorism Act 2000,

the crew are permitted to board a vessel and 
conduct investigations, and it doesn’t take 
too long before we pull up alongside a large 
cargo ship. 

Sgt Wigmore explains the Greek vessel, 
Georgis Nikolos, is a ‘tramper’ used to trans¬ 
port anything from wood, to fuel or grain. A 
mercenary of the waters. “We’ll ask the mas¬ 
ter for permission to go on board and once up 
on deck we’ll be looking for anything that 
stands out as strange.” 

The team check passports for forgeries, the 


crew log for any new additions, and find out if 
anyone has been ashore and what they did. 
They’ll also be on the lookout for tensions on 
board, particularly religious tensions. 

“It’s a two-way communication,” said Sgt 
Wigmore, “Ninity-nine 
per cent of people on 
board will be profes¬ 
sional seamen, but 
there’ll be some who 
have recently joined 
the crew and we want 
to know why. Much of 
the time it’s about 
sharing information. 
We can learn a lot from 
talking to the captain. 
There’s an entire com¬ 
munity on the sea and 
often it will act as our 
eyes and ears. It’s 
about being a familiar 
presence and building 
up relationships and 
intelligence.” 

The crew cover the 
area from the QE2 
bridge at Dartford 
down to Dungeness, 
the Stour, the Swale 
and the Medway. They 
are also responsible 


for the rivers. It’s a vast coastline and a huge 
responsibility that includes thousands of 
small pleasure craft and yachts, as well as 
commercial liners and cargo ships. 

Sgt Wigmore assured me a sophisticated 
team of intelligence experts back at base was 
feeding information from hundreds of sources 
received from home shores and around the 
world. The unit has certainly come a long way 
since its first vessel - a rowing boat operated 
out of Rochester shortly after World War Two.

River memories come flooding back

ARCHIVE footage of the River 
Medway and the many industries 
and communities to have 
adorned its banks has gone 
online for the first time. 

Thanks to a major research project being 
undertaken by Screen Archive South East, 
scores of videos, photographs and voice 
recordings have been made available to 
encourage people to share their memories of 
the 70-mile waterway 

A series of free screenings, talks and dis¬ 
covery days has already been held at loca¬ 
tions in Medway and Maidstone, with more 
planned for Tonbridge in October. 

The project is supported by the Heritage 
Lottery Fund and run in partnership with 
Medway Archives and Local Studies Centre, 
the Centre for Kentish Studies, and 
Maidstone and Tonbridge libraries.

Footage stored in the collection include the 
1938 silent film Watery Trail, which chroni¬ 
cles the entire length of the river, and anoth¬ 
er about St Bart’s Hospital in Rochester. 

Stuart McLeod - head of the South East 
branch of the Heritage Lottery Fund - said 
the initiative provided a fantastic historical 
resource for local people. 

He added: “These films capture many 
aspects of the community history of Kent 
and Medway that have either disappeared 


or are in decline, providing a unique record 
of everyday life and work in past times. 

“The project will use this resource to jog 
memories and encourage people to make 
their own contribution.” 

According to Medway Council, people have 
lived, worked and found their entertainment 
on the river since the Stone Age, with the 
Romans building the first bridge, between 
Rochester and Strood. 

The waterway flows from just inside the 
West Sussex border to the point where it 
enters the Thames Estuary and has a catch¬ 
ment area of 930 square miles - the largest 
in southern England. 

Perhaps its most famous landmark is 
Chatham Dockyard, which was home to the 
Royal Navy for 400 years before the 
Thatcher government ordered its closure in 
1984. All material generated from the 
Medway on Screen project will be added to 
the website and used to create an accompa¬ 
nying DVD. 

Screen Archive South East director Frank 
Gray said: ‘We’re very excited by this project 
because these films of the River Medway

reveal hidden histories we are keen to 
uncover.

Justice ‘lottery’ 
if magistrates’ 
court is closed 


PEOPLE living in one of the UK’s 
most deprived areas face “betray¬ 
al” if the Government goes ahead 
with plans to close their nearest 
magistrates’ court. 

Conservative MP Gordon Henderson says 
rail links between the Isle of Sheppey and 
the mainland are so poor the closure of the 
court in Sittingboume will turn justice into a 
“public transport lottery”. 

He also criticised the Ministry of Justice 
for producing a map with its consultation 
document that failed to include the island. 

Speaking in one of the final Commons 
debates before Parliament broke for summer 
recess, Mr Henderson appealed to ministers 
to listen to his concerns and save the court 
from closure. 

Vulnerable 

He said: “People without their own trans¬ 
port and who live at the east end of the island 
will be particularly hard hit by the closure of 
Sittingboume magistrates’ court. If somebody 
from Leysdown was involved in a court case 
held in Medway that happened to finish late 
in the afternoon, it would be almost impossi¬ 
ble for them to get home by public transport. 

“By the time they would have walked from 
the court in Chatham to the railway station, 
caught a train to Sittingboume and then 
another to Sheemess, they would be faced with 
missing the last bus to Leysdown. Closing 
our last remaining court in Swale would be a 
betrayal of some very vulnerable people.” 

Swale - which consists of Sittingboume,

Sheppey and Faversham - has a population 
of 132,000 and is the second most deprived 
area in Kent behind Thanet. 

And of the 15 neighbourhoods in the bor¬ 
ough that are in the 20 per cent most deprived 
areas in the UK, all but four are on Sheppey. 

The Ministry of Justice is planning to close 
103 magistrates’ courts in England and 
Wales - including Sittingboume and Ashford 
- in an attempt to save at least £15 million a 
year in running costs, plus an extra £22m in 
building maintenance. 

However, Mr Henderson is angry at the 
“glaring omission” from the consultation doc¬ 
ument that has been circulated. 

He said: “The map that was conveniently 
and thoughtfully provided to show the rela¬ 
tive locations of the courts has airbrushed 
Sheppey from existence, which is particularly 
worrying for those of us who live on the island. 

“To remove the island from the equation 
when considering the future of our only mag¬ 
istrates’ court is simply unacceptable. 

“To suggest, as the document does, that 
somebody living at the eastern end of Sheppey 
could travel to Chatham or Canterbury in less 
than 60 minutes is laughable. 

“It is a journey that even with the right con¬ 
nections can take two hours. 

“Closing Sittingboume magistrates’ court 
and forcing defendants and witnesses to trav¬ 
el either to Canterbury or Chatham would 
turn justice into a public transport lottery.”

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Algae kills 100s 
of fish at lake 


HUNDREDS of fish have died after an algal 
bloom caused oxygen levels to plummet at 
Southmere Lake, in Abbey Wood, Bexley 
Environment Agency fisheries officers 
discovered the dead and distressed fish last 
Sunday. They say the algal bloom is 
believed to have been caused by the long 
period of warm weather. 

Three Environment Agency aerators 
were put in the lake to reoxygenate the 
water, and were helping to keep several 
thousand small fish and many larger carp 
alive. Eels, which are in decline in the UK, 
were also in the lake. 

Two prize carp that were about to die 
were removed from Southmere Lake and 
placed in a holding tank. 

Other species in the lake include roach, 
bream, tench, small perch, silver fish, and 
large pike.

Boris refuses to give up 


on airport ‘pipe dream’

PROPOSALS for ‘Boris Island’ 
need to be looked at “seriously”, 
according to the London mayor - 
whose latest comments have started 
a new bout of Tory in-fighting. 

The capital’s leader Boris Johnson wants to 
see a huge airport on a purpose-built island in 
the Thames estuary - a plan than has gener¬ 
ated huge opposition from his Tory Party col¬ 
leagues in Kent. 

Now Mayor Johnson, in a major article writ¬ 
ten for the Daily Telegraph newspaper on the 
scheme dubbed Boris Island, says the airport 
is vital to take traffic from Heathrow, which is 
starting to groan under the pressure of ever¬ 
more flights. 

After getting stuck in Istanbul because of 
problems at Heathrow with a faulty air traffic 
control aerial, Mayor Johnson wrote: 
“Heathrow was the problem because 
Heathrow is a doomed daily attempt to pour a 
quart into a pint pot and, with our hub inter¬ 
national airport already running at 99 per cent 
capacity, we need a radical solution.” 

He rules out a third runway in west London 
as “environmental barbarism” which will erode 
the quality of life for millions. 

Mayor Johnson said demand for flight 
will continue to boom, and wrote: “It is obvious 
the current policy of no new runways any¬

where in the South East is utterly ridiculous. 

“Of course, the good people of Sussex will 
object to a new runway at Gatwick, and the 
same points will doubtless be made against 
any expansion of Luton, Stansted or any other 
terrestrial location in the vicinity of London. 

“That is why some people are arguing for a 
clean, green 24-hour hub airport that could be 
built in the Thames estuary, far from human 
habitation, with no more threat to bird life 
than there is at Heathrow. 


Bonkers 


“I don’t know if they are correct. But we are 
surely right to look at it seriously. 

“Look at the potential for growth at 
Schiphol [Amsterdam], Paris, Frankfurt - 
our immediate economic rivals - all with 
more runways than Heathrow. 

“And even if the Government was so mad 
and bad as to break its word and build a 
third runway at Heathrow, that would still 
not be enough. 

“Ataturk International [in Istanbul] 
already has three runways and they are 


planning a fourth. We cannot, to coin a phrase, 
go on like this. It is time for vision.” 

Boris Island has been opposed by Medway 
Council and Kent County Council, and several 
of the county’s Tory MPs signed an Early Day 
Motion criticising it as “ill-conceived”. 

This week Sittingboume and Sheppey Tory 
MP Gordon Henderson said he had received a 
written assurance from transport minister 
Philip Hammond that no new airports would 
be built in the South East. 

Mr Henderson said: “I know Boris is still bur¬ 
bling on about building an airport in the 
Thames Estuary, but quite frankly his idea is 
bonkers. 

“His continuing fixation with promoting the 
idea of an island airport is all about building up 
support in west London for his mayoral re-elec¬ 
tion campaign. 

“Personally, I think Boris will come a cropper 
if he is not careful, because people will start to 
question how much of London’s council tax 
revenue is being wasted on this pipe dream. 

“Come on Boris, it is time to realise that the 
parrot really is dead.”

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RURAL campaigners have warned 
against villagers being given too 
much power to decide when and 
where new houses are built, writes 
Steve Knight. 

The Right to Build initiative, which was 
announced last week, aims to provide small 
numbers of affordable homes in areas where 
high prices are driving people away. 

Under the plan villages would be able to 
form local trusts and hold a referendum to 
decide if house-building should go ahead, with¬ 
out the need for council planning permission. 

However, Protect Kent chairman Richard 
Knox-Johnston said it was important the pro¬ 
posals do not lead to building in the green belt. 

“We welcome anything that builds and 
strengthens village life and keeps it alive,” he 
said. “That’s important, as well as anything 
that increases local democracy. 

“But we don’t know the full detail of 
what’s planned at the moment. If it’s just for 
affordable housing then there are occasions 
when this is right, but if we end up talking 
about executive housing then that’s opening 
the door to building on green land and we 
would have major concerns about that.” 

Mr Knox-Johnston said that while doubt¬ 
ing many villagers would welcome large- 
scale building developments, there were 
some occasions when people would be 
grateful of decision-making powers. 

Bureaucracy 

He pointed to a recent planning applica¬ 
tion in Stockbury, near Sittingboume, where 
the majority of residents were in favour of a 
scheme to build five-10 new affordable 
homes to prevent the village turning into a 
haven for London commuters. 

However, Maidstone council said no because 
it felt the houses were not sustainable. 

Rodney Williamson - county secretary of 
the Kent Association of Local Councils - 
said parish and town councils were proba¬ 
bly better placed than villagers to make 
such decisions. 

He added: “Parish councils are elected 
bodies and are closest to the people in the 
communities they serve. We feel they’re 
already equipped to take on extra responsi¬ 
bilities in the main, although some may not 
wish to get further involved. 

“It’s a difficult issue because you can’t 
always say ‘let’s make life totally simple’. 

“There’s a need to reduce some of the 
bureaucracy, but in doing so we need to 
make sure everyone is protected. 

“We can’t just take legislation out of 
things and allow people to run riot.”

Along with the fascinating images of days 
gone by, Historypin also aims to connect peo¬ 
ple with local history by providing background 
information for the photographs. 

Anyone uploading an image can add a cap¬ 
tion to tell the story of the picture and help to 
draw viewers into the tale. 

“You’ve got all these old photos with fantas¬ 
tic stories, but they aren’t interesting to lots of 
people,” Mr Stanhope 
said. “There are lots of 
niche audiences that 
love photos of particular 
areas, but how do we 
open it up? 

“The way old photos 
are laid on top of new 
Street View images is a 
way of opening local his¬ 
tory to a much bigger 
audience. We know 
there are young people 
coming on to look at this 
and it gives a really 
compelling way to look 
at history.” 

When Historypin launched at the start of 
June, the site boasted 4,000 photographs con¬ 
tributed by national archives and big organisa¬ 
tions such as Selffidges, Marks and Spencer, 
the Royal Albert Hall and Arsenal FC. 

At the time of writing, the number of images 
uploaded stood at nearly 14,000, showing that 
organisations and individuals are keen to take 
part in the project. 

“The response has been beyond expectations 
and the images are coming from individuals 
with personal collections, local archives and 
from people all over the world,” Mr Stanhope

said. “People have really got on board. We’ve 
got huge long-term ambitions for it, but we 
didn’t think it would be so big, so soon.” 

The company aims to make Historypin the 
world’s largest user-generated archive of 
historic images and stories, which Mr 
Stanhope thinks will help people to bond 
over their history. 

Whether seeing how little villages such as 
Ightham and Smarden have changed, or mar¬ 
velling at the stark differences in some areas 
of Canterbury, the site is sure to spark debate 
about the evolution of Kent. 

“Something amazing 
happened on almost 
every street comer, or 
some have stayed sur¬ 
prisingly the same,” Mr 
Stanhope said. 

‘Whether there have 
been dramatic architec¬ 
tural changes or things 
have stayed the same, it 
all starts interesting 
conversations.” 

Registration is not 
required to simply 
browse the images, but 
anyone who would like 
to contribute their archive photographs to 
Historypin will need to create a Google 
account to register on the site. 

They must scan the photographs into a com¬ 
puter to make digital versions and then 
upload their images, adding a date and cap¬ 
tion before placing the picture in the correct 
location on the map. 

There is a scanning feature on the site 
and Mr Stanhope hopes schools will get 
involved in the project, 
giving more people the 
chance to have access 
to a scanner. 

“We don’t take any 
copyright of images and 
people can take them 
down at any time,” he 
said. “We can remove 
inappropriate or offen¬ 
sive content. If someone 
has put the wrong date 
or put an image in the 
wrong place, we can 
adjust it, but that’s it.” 
As everyone is now 
being given the chance to put their own collec¬ 
tion of photographs on the global map, Mr 
Stanhope urges people to put their communi¬ 
ty in the picture. 

“Even if you have no old photos, someone 
you know will, whether it’s a grandparent or a 
neighbour,” he said. 

“Everyone knows someone with old photos 
and stories to tell. Get out there and start dig¬ 
ging stuff out and start mapping your area. 
That’s our call to action.”

FORMER convict and Tory MP 
Jonathan Aitken has stressed 
the need for offender rehabilita¬ 
tion, as Michael Howard and Ken 
Clarke clash over prison policy. 

Lord Howard - a former Tory party leader 
who held the Folkestone and Hythe seat for 
27 years - and the current justice secretary 
are at loggerheads after Mr Clarke ditched 
the ‘prison works’ policy. 

It was drawn up by Lord Howard in the 
early 1990s while he was Home Secretary 

Mr Clarke instead outlined plans where 
fewer offenders would be sent to jail and 
there would be more focus on rehabilitation. 

Mr Aitken, who was a Thanet Tory MP 
from 1974-97, said although he agreed reha¬ 
bilitation should be an absolute priority for 
Government, there also had to be better 
services for offenders suffering mental 
health problems. 

Perjury 

The 67-year-old, who in 1999 was jailed 
for seven months for peijury, said there 
were too many people in prisons who should 
not be there. 

“Prison does work up to a certain point,” 
he said. “There are dangerous people from 
whom the public needs to be protected and 
there are some people that have to be pun¬ 
ished for the crimes they have committed. 

“Both Michael Howard and Ken Clarke 
make valid points, but the area where I see 
a problem is sending large numbers of peo¬ 
ple to prison who should not be there at all, 
but instead rehabilitated. 

“There are three things that need to be 
done through prison. The first is to protect 
the public; the second is to punish offenders; 
and the third is rehabilitation for prisoners.

“We are weakest 
on the third point. 
This should 

absolutely become a 
priority, for the good 
of society and the 
good of offenders.” 

Mr Aitken, who 
was MP for Thanet 
East for nine years 
and the renamed 
Thanet South for 14 
years, said about 
seven per cent of 
prisoners were suf¬ 
fering from mental 
illnesses such as schizophrenia or psychosis. 

“Among those that should not be in prison 
are the mentally ill. They should not be 
dumped in jail,” he said. 

In total, some 17,500 prisoners nation¬ 
wide have been diagnosed with mental 
health disorders and women’s jails have 
high levels of self-harm by inmates. 

Mr Aitken said: “There are also quite a few 
prisoners without mental illness that pose 
no threat to society, and there are a large 
number of female prisoners who are not 
going to be violent. All of them are sad peo¬ 
ple whose lives are in a mess and shouldn’t 
be given prison sentences. 


“They should be sent to Community 
Supervised Homes for Offenders (CSHO).” 

CSHOs offer continuous but lower-cost 
rehabilitation for offenders. 

“Most people agree we need rehabilitation, 
but Government doesn’t seem to do much 
about it,” he said. “The biggest issue is, how 
do we stop reoffending? Eight out of 10 
young offenders reoffend within two years. 

“They’re not doing well in terms of what I 
call vigorous rehab, where they are met at the 
prison gates and helped to adjust to society.” 

Mr Aitken said he spent a great deal of his 
time in prison reading and writing letters 
for illiterate prisoners. 

“I learnt a lot about the way people think,” 
he said. “Most of them are not scared of 
imprisonment and are extremely ill- 
equipped for a law-abiding life. I met a lot of 
no-hopers that were determined to go on 
misusing drugs, but there were others who 
had good intentions of going straight. 

“But it is very difficult for them. How are 
they going to find a job or a place to live 
when they leave prison?” 

Mr Aitken said he hoped Mr Clarke’s 
promised “rehabilitation revolution” would 
give people a second chance at life.

Edith Sherwood, pictured 
right, was riding across Scanlons 
Bridge Road, Hythe, at 10.20am 
on Friday, July 30, when the inci¬ 
dent took place. She was airlifted 
to a hospital in London suffering 
critical injuries, but news of her 
death was released on Monday. 

The road was closed for four 
hours while forensics officers were at the 
scene. The incident is still being investigated 
and police are appealing for witnesses. 



RAF heroes’ tribute 

HEROES of the Battle of Britain will be 
commemorated at Westbere, near 
Canterbury, with the unveiling of a 
memorial to two RAF pilots who gave 
their lives in the struggle. 

Pilot Officer JW Bland crashed in a 
Hurricane close to Island Road, and 
Flying Officer F Gruszka, formerly of the 
Polish Air Force, crashed in a Spitfire in 
marshes between Westbere and 
Stodmarsh. 

Both were shot down in the early after¬ 
noon of August 18, 1940. The memorial 
will be unveiled on Westbere village 
green at 1.30pm, within minutes of the 
reported times of deaths of the two pilots 
on the same day 70 years earlier. 

■ WORK has started on a custom-designed

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Union fights against 
care homes closure 


Sup p ort for staff’s fight to keep jobs 


UNION leaders have 
launched a campaign to dis¬ 
rupt the planned closure of 
a number of council-run 
care homes for the elderly. 

Cabinet members at County Hall 
agreed in June that centres across 
Kent should be shut down, demol¬ 
ished or sold to the private sector as 
part of an overhaul of the adult social 
care service. 

But members of the Unison have 
come out in support of staff, elderly 
residents and their families by 
launching a campaign against the 
proposals, which are subject to a 
four-month consultation. 

Priorities 

David Buss - chairman of the 
group’s adult services stewards 
committee - said: “KCC claims to be 
committed to protecting frontline 
services but is proposing these clo¬ 
sures at the same time as it’s bid¬ 
ding to run finance, IT and related 
services for Reigate and Banstead 
Borough Council. 

“Councillors should get their prior¬ 
ities right. They were elected to pro¬ 
vide quality services for the people in 
Kent, not to play at KCC pic. 

“Unison is committed to joining 
with everyone who wants to defend 
these vital services to some of Kent’s 
most vulnerable people, who have 
given their lives to their communi¬ 
ties and should now have the right to 
spend their remaining years in digni¬ 
ty in the home of their choice.” 

The consultation on the proposals 
started on June 21 and will run until 
November 1, with a final decision like¬ 
ly to be made by Januaiy next year.

KCC says the changes will save 
£2 million a year but insists it is also 
about providing better care and 
more choice for elderly residents. 

The four care homes earmarked 
for closure are Ladesfield in 
Whitstable, Sampson Court in Deal, 
The Limes in Dartford, and 
Lawrence House in Folkestone. 

Bowles Lodge in Hawkhurst, 
Cornfields in Dover, and Manorbrooke 
in Dartford, are all set to be demol¬ 
ished and replaced with ‘extra care’ 
social housing that would allow resi¬ 
dents to live independently but with 
carers available 24 hours a day. 

The shake-up also affects 
Wayfarers in Sandwich, which will be 
sold as a going concern, and three 
Swale care homes - Kiln Court in 
Faversham, Doubleday Lodge in 
Sittingboume, and Blackburn Lodge 
in Sheemess - that the council will 
effectively sell off to the private sector 
and negotiate an agreement where it 
can retain rights to places. 

However, Unison branch secretary 
David Lloyd said the latter three 
homes could also face closure if part¬ 
ners cannot be found. He said the 
same applies for the Dorothy Lucy 
Centre in Maidstone, which is being 
retained for the time being. 

Mr Lloyd said: “Quality care starts 
with quality staff and KCC sets the 
standards the rest of the sector should 
follow. That does not come cheap. 

“But with it comes a well-motivat¬ 
ed and loyal workforce, providing 
the continuity that is so vital to older 
people, in marked contrast to large 
parts of the private sector where 


high staff turnover and agency 
staffing are the norm.” 

Unison has now launched a peti¬ 
tion to fight the closures. 

KCC cabinet member for Kent adult 
social services Cllr Graham Gibbens, 
said it was important unions, individ¬ 
uals and families give their views in 
the consultation process. 

He said KCC was committed to 
providing residential care to those 
who need it and are entitled to the 
means-tested service. 

He said: “People will ask: why 
make this proposal now? The answer 
is that it would be wrong to wait for 
the buildings to need more immedi¬ 
ate, expensive work to be done. 

Options 

“If we waited, residents might then 
need to be moved at short notice. By 
acting now, it is possible to give peo¬ 
ple more of a say in what happens 
next - and we can talk about options 
such as the £75m development in 
Kent that includes extra care. 

“I recognise this situation will be 
difficult for residents, families and 
members of staff. That is why it is 
important for people to get involved 
in the consultation - to say what 
they think and what is important to 
them. 

“At the same time, the views of 
those who will need services in the 
future, and their families, are impor¬ 
tant and will be considered along¬ 
side those using the services now. 

“This way, I can be sure that when 
a decision is made on the proposals, 
it is a properly informed decision.”

Major doubts over 

scheme for £50m 

seaside pathway 
after Government 

puts its foot down

PLANS for a footpath stretching 
along the whole coastline of 
England are under threat as the 
Government continues to tackle its 
budget deficit. 

The £50 million scheme would have enabled 
walkers to roam along some 2,500 miles of 
coast, with sections of footpath around Kent, 
Somerset, Norfolk, Cumbria, East Riding, and 
Weymouth, expected to be completed in the 
next few years. 

Natural England believed the complete, 
unbroken footpath around the whole English 
coast - made possible through the Marine and 
Coastal Access Act - would be complete in a 
decade. 

Bleak 

But as the coalition Government makes 
its spending cuts, the future of the path 
looks bleak, with only Weymouth - where 
work has already started - expected to go 
ahead as planned. Development in Kent was 
due to start next year. 

The county does still have the Saxon 
Shore Way, but even this does not cover the 


entire coast and misses out some areas, 
including Thanet. 

The long-distance walking route is named 
after the line of historic fortifications that 
defended the Kent coast at the end of the 
Roman era. 

It is a 160-mile trek from Gravesend to 
Hastings, offering some of the finest coastal 
walking in England. 

It includes sights like Iron Age hill forts, 
churches, a cathedral, Martello towers, 
historic ports, and castles. 

There are also two Areas of Outstanding 
Natural Beauty, numerous Sites of Special 
Scientific Interest and several Nature 
Reserves, said Explore Kent, the organisa¬ 
tion responsible for its introduction. 

The route is also ideal for walking, 
cycling, horse riding and enjoying days out 
in the county. 

But the route does miss out Margate, 
Sheppey, and the coast around Dymchurch 
and Romney Marsh. 

Although the South East branch of 
Natural England denied the latest plans 
had been shelved altogether, spokesman 
John Rennie said the scale of the project 
would have to be reduced. 

“As a result of a five per cent reduction to 
this year’s budget, Natural England has 
needed to assess the scope and delivery of 
some of its in-year programmes,” he said. 

“Five local authorities, including Kent, 
are involved in the implementation of the 
first phases of the roll out of the All England 
Coastal Path. 

“The five authorities have been informed 
that the scale and scope of the initial roll 
out in their areas will need to be reduced 
to accommodate the reductions in this 
year’s budget. 

Mr Rennie stressed the project had not 
been scrapped and the availability of funding 


would become clearer following the autumn’s 
Comprehensive Spending Review. 

He added: “Natural England is continuing 
with the roll out in the five pilot areas and 
will await clarification from the CSR process 
about the long-term budget that is likely to 
be available for funding rollout in these 
areas and elsewhere.” 

Initially, the plans had come under fire 
from private landowners who feared having 
to give up their land to make way for the 
footpath. 

They called for an appeals process under 
the act which was passed. 

The Country Land and Business 
Association said some landowners faced 
seeing their property values slumping by as 
much as 20 per cent if they were forced to 
have paths cutting across them. 

Maintenance 

The Coastal Access Scheme was 
published in March by Natural England, 
with work expected to begin on the Kent sec¬ 
tion next year. 

Plans included the development of bridges 
and stiles as well as maintenance of routes. 

A spokesman from Kent County Council 
said the authority had been previously 
approached by Natural England about the 
project. 

“Kent was originally chosen as one of the 
lead areas because of the excellent reputa¬ 
tion of the county council's countryside 
access service,” he said. 

“We will be meeting Natural England 
later this month to discuss what will hap¬ 
pen next.” 

He added: “Kent already has one of the 
longest coastal paths in the country. 

“It follows the coastline as it was at the 
time of the Saxons. It’s quite popular and 
KCC has done a lot of work promoting it.”

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Soldier survived second IED blast while his older sibling watched from base 


To Helmand and back 
with brothers in arms

SOLDIER brothers from Kent 
have spoken of the moment one of 
them survived a roadside explo¬ 
sion - for the second time. 

Private Liam Horgan, 19, was on his way 
to the Afghan base where his brother James 
was stationed. But on the approach, James 
watched in horror as the convoy struck an 
IED - improvised explosive device - planted 
by Taliban insurgents. 

He knew his brother was in one of the 
vehicles and at first feared the worst. But a 
miracle unfolded before his eyes and Liam 
had survived - again. 

The teenager had volunteered for a supply 
convoy in Helmand province, knowing it was 
going to his brother’s patrol base. Then there 
was a “massive boom”.

Liam, whose parents, James and Beverly 
Horgan, live at Sturry, near Canterbury, 
said: “I was smashed up off my seat and 
couldn’t feel anything. I couldn’t see any¬ 
thing because of the dust, and I thought... 
well, I thought that was it.” 

Astonishingly, this was the second time 
Liam had been in a vehicle that had struck 
an IED. The first time, the blast had killed 
the soldier where Liam was 
now sitting at the front of 
the vehicle. 

From a British base in 
Cyprus, Liam said: “I really 
did think, ‘That’s it’, 
because I was in the front 
and it’s rare that someone 
gets blown up - especially 
twice as well - and walks 
away. I felt myself down 
and I couldn’t feel anything, 

I was just so shook up. 

“But after a couple of sec¬ 
onds I got to grips with 
myself and started to be 
able to see again as the dust 
settled, and I was okay. 

“We were towed into my 
brother’s patrol base and 
were able to laugh about it 
because nobody had been 
injured. I’m a lucky boy.” 

It was a nightmare for his brother James, 
21, who was watching from inside the patrol 
base and the whole thing “seemed to happen 
in slow motion”. 

He said: “When I heard he’d been blown up 
the first time, I thought, ‘Oh my God’ and

was a bit worried. But the second time I 
actually watched it as he was coming in to 
my patrol base.” 

An International Security Assistance 
Force (ISAF) convoy of non-UK forces had 
been along the route earlier and struck an 
IED, but reported the route was now clear.

James said: “They were supposed to have 
cleared the route, but they missed one and it 
copped him. I knew straight away Liam was 
in the vehicle. I don’t why, just something 
told me. And I thought, ‘Here we go.’ 

“I thought about him all the time over there 
because I felt I had a big influence in him join¬ 
ing the Army, so if anything did happen I 
would blame myself. So when they came in 
and all the lads got out, it was a big relief.” 

James also experienced near misses dur¬ 
ing his tours of Afghanistan. He said: “In one 
incident we had to cross a field to get into a 
village. As we got to the middle of the field 
we had no cover, just a small ditch about a 
foot deep, when they opened up on us. 

‘We all had to roll into the ditch and lay 


there while our boys fired over us. We were 
caught in a two-way shooting range, so 
couldn’t stand up. We were just laying there 
in a muddy puddle, waiting it out. You just 
want to get out of there. 

“As soon as you go out of the gate on patrol 
the anticipation is there because you know 
the Taliban can see you and you know it’s 
coming. You’ve just got to keep your skills and 
drills on the ball and you’ll come out on top.” 

The pair are soon to be joined by their 
youngest brother, Danny, who is also joining 
their battalion and may serve with them in 
future tours. Liam said: “Having experi¬ 
enced Afghanistan, I am worried about 
Danny coming in. I think younger brothers 
are different, because with an older brother 
it’s like nothing is going to happen to him 
because he’s my older brother. 

“But with younger brothers you always 
need to take them under your wing - or at 
least you think you do. If we have to go out 
on tour again and Danny is with me it’s 
going to be difficult. I don’t know how I’ll

react to it.” James said: “I’m doubly worried 
now with Danny joining. With Liam, I know 
he’s been there and done it, he knows what 
he’s doing now, but for Danny it’s all a big 
learning curve. Hopefully he’ll do well.” 

The former Canterbury High School 
pupils are now returning to the UK to take 
on an entirely different role at the end of 
summer. In a move away from tradition, sol¬ 
diers of the 2nd Battalion, The Princess of 
Wales’s Royal Regiment, have picked up the 
mantle of guarding the Queen while the 
Guards regiments are deployed elsewhere. 

Commanding officer Lt Col Adam Crawley 
said: ‘You could say we’ve swapped the 
enemy fire of Afghanistan for the flashbulbs 
of London. The soldiers are having to get 
used to the change. 

“Where everything they did was towards 
fighting a war, now it’s completely different. 

“It’s public duties, it’s smart and it’s actu¬ 
ally giving them the opportunity to show off. 
They can show off those Afghanistan medals 
on the parade ground in front of 
Buckingham Palace. 

“It’s a chance to put ourselves centre stage 
and prove we’ve just come back from 
Afghanistan - something you’d expect us to 
be able to do - and now we’re going to do 
public duties - something you wouldn’t 
expect this battalion traditionally to do, and 
prove we can do that as well. 

“Everyone is taking a personal pride in 
proving they can do it just as well as the 
Guards. And that’s what they’ll do.”

WE MUST STICK TOGETHER 


GURVINDER SANDHER believes Kent’s promotion of community cohesion 
can be a model for the nation - but budget cutbacks are a threat to progress

ENT Equality Cohesion 
Council came into being in 
April - previously we were 
called the North West Kent 
Racial Equality Council. 

The change in name reflects how our work has 
evolved over the years. When I started in 1999, 
my work was mainly with BME (black minority 
ethnic) communities, we tended to work in isola¬ 
tion, and there wasn’t much work taking place 
with young people and women. 

Over time, with the support of the now 
retired director Dev Sharma MBE, we 
started to push back the boundaries 
and evolve our work. 

To me, community cohesion is 
about all sections of the communi¬ 
ty coming together for the com¬ 
mon good, sharing their history, 
knowledge and values. 

In Kent, we have worked hard 
with limited resources to ensure 
all sections of the community are 
engaged and have an opportunity to 
participate. We organise one of the 
biggest - if not the biggest - St 
George’s Day celebrations, which actu¬ 
ally takes place on April 23, where young 
people from all sections of the community come 
together to celebrate the patron saint of England. 

When I first mooted the idea, I was told not to 
bother, that it would upset people and attract 
extreme groups. 

Four years down the line, people can see the 
benefit of bringing communities together and I 
am keen to replicate this work in other parts of 
the county. 

We take the same approach with the Vaisakhi 
Festival in Gravesham. Vaisakhi is a Sikh reli¬ 
gious festival which celebrates the birth of the 
Sikh faith as it is practised today 

Over time, with the hard work put in by the 
Guru Nanak Darbar Gurdwara (Sikh temple) 
and local community groups, we have evolved 
this event so it is not just a celebration for Sikhs 
but the whole community - with local schools and 
non-Sikh community groups getting involved. 

Not that our work is limited to Gravesham. We 
organise three major festivals - known as melas - 



in Dartford, Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells. The 
term ‘mela’ comes from the Indian sub-continent 
and means a fair or festival. If you go to most 
parts of the UK, melas tend to promote and cele¬ 
brate the arts and culture of the sub-continent. 

The way we have evolved melas in Kent is by 
making them a celebration of communities and 
diversity in the particular area where they are 
taking place. 

In addition to our work through the arts to pro¬ 
mote cohesion, we also organise - in partnership 
with community groups - events to promote 
understanding and to discuss issues. 

Examples include the series of 
Understanding Islam events organised 
with the Gravesend and Dartford 
Muslim Association; and the confer¬ 
ences organised in partnership with 
Rethink around mental health, 
forced marriages and domestic 
abuse; and the work with Kent 
Police around lesbian, gay, bisexu¬ 
al and transgender (LGBT) issues, 
hate crime, stop and search and 
preventing violent extremism. 

All of this I believe contributes to 
the positive community relations 
that are enjoyed in Kent, on the whole. 
There is a real danger, though, in the 
current economic climate, as spending 
cuts take hold, that the work we and other 
charities around the county do will be under 
threat. This year already we have had to make 
staffing cuts and cut budgets back so drastically 
that there is nothing left to cut. 

We are relying more on volunteers than ever 
before and seem to be working so hard just to 
survive. The long-term consequence of this is 
that organisations such as ours will fold and the 
work will just stop. 

Building up community cohesion and good 
relations doesn’t just happen by accident, it 
involves building effective partnerships 
between the community and statutory sector 
and most importantly time, commitment and 
community buy in. 

I hope that over the coming months and years 
Kent can continue to be a role model for the rest 
of the country.

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KPA track record 
speaks for itself 

In response to last week’s letter from Ken 
Little, headlined ‘They should work for free’. 

Any allowances paid to Kent Police 
Authority (KPA) members are set by an inde¬ 
pendent remuneration body and full details 
of the scheme and any expenses claimed by 
KPA members are published on our website. 
We were one of the very first bodies to take 
this step and I think that level of openness 
and transparency is essential for public 
servants. 

As KPA members we are all too aware of 
the financial challenges and hardship facing 
organisations, firms and families. For that 
reason the overwhelming majority of mem¬ 
bers including the vice-chairman, all four 
committee chairs and myself undertook not 
to receive any increase in allowances for this 
year. Our senior officers, chief executive and 
treasurer have made the same commitment. 

I stand by my original assessment that the 
Government’s proposals for police and crime 
commissioners will not save money. The 
Home Office proposals are clear - the com¬ 
missioner will be expected to assemble a 
team to support him or her. Moreover, there 
is provision for a police and crime panel com¬ 


prising ‘locally elected councillors from con¬ 
stituent wards and independent lay mem¬ 
bers’ that will, presumably, require 
allowances and staff support. The cost of 
running the KPA is £1.5 million per annum - 
approximately 0.5 per cent of the total police 
budget. This compares extremely favourably 
with other police authorities. Our budget will 
be subject to the same reductions facing the 
police force and that includes the 2010-11 
in-year cuts recently announced by the 
Government. 

The KPA’s achievements in recent years are 
well documented. Working with the chief 
constable, we have rolled out neighbourhood 
policing across Kent and Medway and 
reduced crime by almost a third. We have 
also embarked on an innovative collaboration 
with Essex that has saved millions. We have 
achieved this with one of the lowest police 
council tax levels in any shire area. 

External government inspections have also 
shown our effectiveness. Our 2009 inspection 
showed that the “authority clearly mandated 
to scrutinise and challenge the force”. 

In conclusion, I really welcome this debate 
and interest in police accountability. The KPA 
isn’t perfect. We haven’t always got things 
absolutely right. 

But we have a proven track record - and a 
strong and positive story to tell - and I’m 
determined to do just that.

Innovative move to 
ethical research 

Despite a small one per cent decrease in 
the overall numbers of animals used in 
experiments, Home Office statistics 
released last month raise concerns over 
a rise in the use of genetically modified 
(GM) animals. 

It is widely accepted that using GM 
animals to study human diseases does 
not offer the most reliable or relevant 
research solutions, as illustrated by the 
disappointing results obtained over the 
last two decades in studies on cystic 
fibrosis, muscular dystrophy and cancer 
research. Unfortunately, due to the fact 
this technology uses more animals than 
classical approaches, instead of result¬ 
ing in a decrease, the use of GM animals 
has increased by 33 per cent in 2009 
compared with 2000. 

However, alternatives do exist. 
Projects such as those funded by the Dr 
Hadwen Trust are implementing exist¬ 
ing methods and developing new ways 
of studying diseases. New techniques 
such as using 3D cell and tissue cul¬ 
tures, computer imaging, molecular ana¬ 
lytical methods and volunteer studies 
allow scientists to move away from tra¬ 
ditional methods and use more accurate 
and scientifically reliable techniques 
which are also more ethical. 

This year the trust is funding five 
advanced research projects in UK uni¬ 
versities into diverse areas of human 
disease including epilepsy, bone disease, 
childhood leukaemia and abdominal 
pain. We hope these projects will inspire 
others to follow this innovative lead.

Keep it in the 
nuclear family

NUCLEAR technicians of the 
future received tips from the top 
as part of their work experience 
at Dungeness B power station. 

Youngsters from Cleeve Park School in 
Bexley, the Marsh Academy in Romney 
Marsh, and Harvey Grammar in Folkestone, 
all benefited from week-long placements at 
the plant, which is owned and operated by 
EDF Energy. 

Each student was given at least one 
employee to shadow throughout the course 
of their stay, which the French firm hopes 
will breed its workforce of the future. 

Anne Tapper, work experience manager at 
the Bexley Education Business Partnership, 
said: “The relationship we have with 
Dungeness B has been a vital way of breath¬ 
ing life into the subjects we study in the 
classroom. 

‘Work placements at the power station 
demonstrate first-hand to our students that if 
they work hard they really can become tomor¬ 
row’s engineers, chemists and technicians.” 

Jenny Hollingsbee, director of work-related 
vocational education at the Marsh Academy, 
said: “The academy is quite an isolated 
school so it is particularly important that 
large employers like Dungeness B are will¬ 
ing to provide opportunities for our students. 

“The skilled, wide-ranging roles at the sta¬ 
tion are always of interest to students.” 

The work experience scheme is just one of 
several educational initiatives carried out by 
EDF to ensure it continues to have access to 
the country’s best engineers and scientists. 

Dungeness B is already home to 23 
apprentices from the South East, with a fur¬ 
ther six due to join them this month. 

At the heart of the firm’s investment is a 
£3.5 million Nuclear Power Academy in 
Hampshire, which recently celebrated its 
second anniversary, and a £10m contract

EDF also runs the Nuclear Engineer 
Development Programme aimed at people 
already working in science and engineering, 
which attracted 850 applicants in its first 
wave. 

The work experience at Dungeness was 
taken up by six teenagers, all of whom have 
aspirations of a career in engineering. 

Marcus Allan, 15, from Cleeve Park, said: “I 
really enjoyed working at Dungeness B and 
spent time with lots of departments. 

“In the workshops I helped to solder equip¬ 
ment, then helped carry out tests on a diesel 
generator. When I leave school next year I 
want to apply for a mechanical engineering 
apprenticeship at the power station.”

VOLVO announced this week 
that it had become a wholly- 
owned subsidiary of fast-grow¬ 
ing Chinese motor group, Geely. 

The new owner inherits a brand in good 
shape. Predecessor Ford injected some good 
technology, notably in the form of the Focus 
platform that has underpinned Volvo’s 
impressive C30/S40/V50 line-up. 

Volvo fans would point out that Ford in 
turn benefited from some of the Swedish 
marque’s engine input, but Ford’s tighter 
grip on manufacture and consistency has 
also helped the Swedes in the same way as 
it did Jaguar and Land Rover before they 
were sold. 

Indeed, Ford seemed reluctant to sell the 
remaining and most successful overseas 
component of its former Premier 
Automotive Group, which had also includ¬ 
ed Aston Martin as well as Jaguar and LR. 

But the American giant craves cash to 
rebuild its own fortunes and Geely and its 
fellow Chinese carmakers are keen to buy 
access to Western motoring brands, tech¬ 
nology and market expertise. 

Geely also hits the ground running by 
getting its hands on Volvo’s most signifi¬ 
cant model for years, the all-new S60. 

It will frequently be referred to as Volvo’s 
‘BMW 3-Series basher’ though its front- 
wheel drive layout makes it more of a threat 
to the Audi A4 than BMW’s sweet- handling 
king of the compact executive car sector. 

On the other hand, Volvo has tried as 


hard to create a driver pleaser this time as 
it always does to make its cars safe. 

Priced from a competitive £23,295 and 
blessed with the racy four-door 
coupe/saloon look that is all the rage - com¬ 
plete with concealed rear door handles - it 
certainly looks like a better contestant 


than the ageing car it replaces; I always 
liked the style of the outgoing car, but it 
looked and felt too bulky to attack BMW 
and Audi rivals. 

Engines include an all-new five-cylinder 
163bhp 2.0-litre D3 engine capable of a 
combined 54.3mpg to satisfy those who 





want their four-door coupe to have real 
world economy too, though the familiar 
Volvo twin-turbo D5 powerplant also fea¬ 
tures to give 0-62mph in 7.8 seconds yet 
average more than 50mpg. 

There is also a fast all-wheel drive 304bhp 
3.0-litre petrol T6 (from £35,695) - continu¬ 
ing a latter-day Volvo tradition of using T 
to denote the performance flagship - this 
will hit 62mph in just 6.5 seconds. 

However, Volvo cannot quite shake its 
roots in safety so the new car can be speci¬ 
fied with a ground-breaking Pedestrian 
Detection package, which can stop a colli¬ 
sion with a pedestrian at up to 21mph and 
dramatically reduce speed above that, with 
potentially life-saving consequences, 
although cynics will ask whether people 
will really cough up an extra £1,350 for 
such a selfless feature. 

Standard kit includes electronic climate 
and cruise controls, five-inch colour screen 
for the ‘infotainment’ system, steering 
wheel remote audio controls, alloys and 
leather steering wheel and gear stick.

KIA likes model names with an ‘o’. 

But why it chose to bastardise the name of a 
genteel Italian seaside resort to find a moniker 
for its chunkiest model is quite beyond me. 

However, the second generation Sorento is at 
least much closer to tempting the clientele of 
its near namesake Sorrento, having ditched 
the old car’s USP as the UK’s cheapest proper 
off-roader or rugged towing vehicle. 

Kia openly admits it can sell more by aban¬ 
doning the ‘rough, tough 4x4’ sector and, as 
ever, has made lengthy strides in a single 
model generation; the new Sorento is now less 
poor man’s Land Cruiser and more cut-price 
Volvo XC90, complete with seven seats and 
loads of kit from £23,245. 

Actually, you can buy it cheaper (£21,455), 
but that’s a five-seater and front-wheel drive 
only entry model with a pointless 2.4-litre 
172bhp petrol engine that makes the car slow¬ 
er and thirstier than the 2.2-litre 194bhp 
diesel, which is the must buy for £1,800 extra. 


Instead of being squarely in the moribund 
‘proper 4x4’ sector, the Sorento now straddles 
the SUV (sports utility vehicle) and MPV sec¬ 
tors - yes, Kia would love me to use the 
crossover label that is the market buzzword at 
the moment. 

It could not differ more from its predecessor; 
the classic ‘body on ladder frame’ used to 
maintain the rigidity of off-roaders in rough 
terrain has made way for a one-piece body 
akin to a standard car. 

It means the newcomer is lighter, more styl¬ 
ish and far better on-road. It is also available 
with an economical front-wheel drive only 
option and now benefits from Kia’s universal 
seven-year/100,000-mile warranty. 

The 4x4 versions, starting at just £24,495, 
can still clobber some fairly dodgy terrain too 
- as I proved at the launch earlier this year. 

And now, after a whole week with the car, I 
like it even more. 

The diesel can sound a little gruff, but it has 


plenty of low-down urge to propel this big car 
in busy traffic while making it a classy and 
economical cruiser averaging around 40mpg 
in manual or auto form - both six-speeders. 

The car’s height and bulk are controlled well 
when driven with spirit too, though I see too 
many people driving such juggernauts at 
speed without a care for others. 

Kia’s increasing mastery of decent interiors 
at value prices is also evident. 

This model is not only a huge improvement 
there over the 2003-9 model, but a decent stab 
at dearer rivals. 

However, the test car’s silver-coloured plastic 
highlights already showed some scuffing, 
which does not bode well for how they might 
look in a year’s time. 

The cabin is huge and the airiness was 
enhanced by the two-part panoramic sun roof 

- with electric opening/tilt on the front section 

- that comes as standard on our £30,005 KX- 
3 4x4 flagship model.

The rear two rows of seats are easily man¬ 
aged for whatever mix of seating and cargo is 
required, with good access to the rear most 
pair via the nearside. 

I was impressed too that second row seats 
rake so that passengers can snooze on long 
journeys. 

All seven passengers have access to decent 
stowage and, despite my reluctance to dub this 
a crossover, the new Sorento really does do the 
MPV duties rather well - as an outing of three 
adults and four kids proved. 

Of course, the car’s biggest negative is the 
badge; there will still be those brand snobs 
who crave something with more status, but if 
you need a big and versatile wagon like this 
and intend to keep it for more than three 
years, why spend more and settle for a piffling 
warranty, too?

Electric? Not Just yet 


CARMAKERS deserve credit for 
some leaner and meaner models in 
response to global warming, new 
legislation and volatile fuel prices. 

It normally takes five to seven years to bring a 
new car to the market, so ‘new generation’ cars 
we all crave simply cannot happen overnight. 

But manufacturers are understandably 
reluctant to sideline the internal combustion 
engine in favour of expensive research and 
development of new technologies. 

Nevertheless, new road tax bandings, ranging 
from zero to £950 a year for gas guzzling limos 
or 4x4s, are changing our car buying habits. 

Of course, anyone spending £50-100,000 on 
a new motor won’t blink at spending nearly a 
grand annually on the tax disc, but most 
people like saving a few quid and can achieve 
this through the improved economy of greener 
cars, while incidentally doing their bit for the 
environment. 


STEVELOADER 


Longer term, electric cars appear to be the 
answer and there has been lots of publicity 
about ‘plug-in’ models for overnight charging 
at home or city centre charging points. 

But battery technology has some catching 
up to do and the zero emissions argument is 
misleading; until we have zero emission power 
stations, electric cars simply transfer the C02 
and noxious gas output from exhaust pipe to 
belching chimney. 


Are hybrids the answer then? 

Japanese giants Toyota and Honda are 
ahead in this field where conventional engines 
are paired with electric power and batteries, 
but Peugeot will follow soon and other brands 
are set to join the club. 

However, hybrids are expensive to buy and 
the economy at motorway speeds is no better 
than a frugal diesel. 

And so we return to the internal combustion 
‘lump’ where emissions are plummeting, econ¬ 
omy is soaring and refinement is improving. 

In fact, things are moving so fast that you 
marvel at what a few legislative kicks up the 
backside have achieved. 

The downsizing phenomenon is well under 


way too, with several new cars proving that 
‘small is beautiful’. 

Most carmakers also now have an ‘eco 
sub-brand’ such as Vauxhall’s E coflex, 
Skoda’s Greenline, Seat’s Ecomotive and VW’s 
BlueMotion. 

But they don’t come cheap, so weigh poten¬ 
tial long-term savings against upfront cost - 
if you don’t cover the miles, conventional alter¬ 
natives may be a better bet. 

Don’t ignore petrol models either; the higher 
price of diesel cars and the fuel at the pumps 
must be compared with new small capacity 
low emission/consumption petrol engines such 
as the turbocharged 1.4-litre units found in 
the VW camp, including Skoda and Seat.

Don’t fall for what seems like a big bargain before you even haggle. It could be an 
unpopular engine or trim combination or a car on ‘run-out’ where production ceased a 
while ago - it might be just as thirsty as your old car and will depreciate badly. 

Do pick a model that saves fuel, insurance, road tax and depreciation - it won’t get any 
easier out there. 

Don’t be blinded by road tax-exempt diesel eco models - check price, running costs and 
green credentials and the savings over your planned ownership mileage/years and then 
compare against the closest standard version. 

Do not assume that diesel will save you money - you will usually pay far more up front 
and the engines are generally heavier, which means more wear and tear on front tyres 
and mechanicals. The fuel is also dearer at the pumps, while petrol cars have become 
dramatically better on fuel and emissions and, in most cases, are far nicer to drive. 

Do spare a thought for an LPG (liquefied petroleum gas) car model. LPG offers lower 
emissions and is roughly half the price of petrol at the pumps. There are also many more 
filling stations offering the fuel, so there is now no need to rely on the car’s more expen¬ 
sive petrol tank bridging the gap between gas fill-ups.

SCRAPPAGE may be dead, but 
keen new car deals live on in a 
much-changed motor trade. 

Half of the £2,000 Government-spon¬ 
sored Scrappage grant for new car buyers 
part-exchanging a 10 or more-year-old 
banger came from carmakers and dealers 
- some even threw in more cash to sweet¬ 
en a deal. 

It made even the most conservative car 
buyer realise that list price didn’t have to 
mean ‘final price’ and it was worth hag¬ 
gling, especially with dealers just happy to 
survive the economic downturn. 

Scrappage also affected the used car 
market, because many so-called ‘gas guz¬ 
zling bangers’ the Government hoped to 
take off the road were well cared for fami¬ 
ly motors with plenty of life in them. 

Lots of real bangers are still out there, 
because their cash-strapped owners just 
can’t afford to trade up at all - used or new. 

Meanwhile, the cars that should never 
have gone to the scrapper were denied a 
new lease of life and would-be buyers have 
been forced to move upwards in the used 
car market. 

This in turn has exacerbated a chronic 
shortage of used cars now because fewer 
new cars were sold once the recession took 
hold. 

Used car prices have soared as a result 
and new cars start to look better value, 
especially when certain carmakers are 
happy to ‘buy’ sales and market share with 
keen deals and low-rate finance just to 
keep their plants turning over. 

Buyers may also be tempted because 
they have cash earning little in a bank 
account, which could drive a deal on a new 
car instead.

DOWNSIZING continues to be the 
UK motor market’s buzzword. 

Some 20 years ago, the family saloon/compa¬ 
ny car sector was dominant and models like 
the Ford Mondeo and Vauxhall Vectra battled 
for the top spot. 

Then came the rise of the family hatchback 
and supermini; throughout the 90s and early 
Noughties they had a ding-dong battle for 
market dominance. 

However, helped by soaring fuel and insur¬ 
ance costs, greater environmental awareness 
and then by government legislation via 
punitive road tax on larger cars, superminis 
have gained the upper hand: 2009 registration 
gave them a 37 per cent share of the UK mar¬ 
ket - well over 40 per cent if you add in the 
even smaller city car segment - while family

hatchbacks had to settle for the number two 
spot with less than 27 per cent of registrations. 

More difficult to quantify though is the new 
trend towards ‘crossovers’ - cars like the 
Nissan Qashqai, Skoda Yeti and Peugeot 3008. 

As the name implies they straddle several sec¬ 
tors including family hatchback, MPV (multi- 


beautiful 

purpose vehicle) or people carrier and SUV 
(sports utility vehicle) and are hard to pigeon¬ 
hole under the current classification system. 

Many manufacturers have already tried to 
apply the sexy new crossover label to what 
would once have been their SUV models - 
especially as the 4x4/SUV sector has declined 
- and we can expect an industry re-appraisal 
of how classes are defined and counted. 

This could then show a burgeoning third sec¬ 
tor comprising the new age crossover designs. 

In the meantime, registration figures from 
the industry’s SMMT body so far this year 


show how superminis (S) and family hatch¬ 
backs (H) dominate the UK top 10, with only 
BMW’s 3-Series compact executive star buck¬ 
ing the trend:

Overall, the UK car market over the past 
year is 20 per cent up on the previous 12 
months, but market watchers say this is 
unsustainable and expect 2010 volumes to 
show a marked decline.

BRITAIN’S oldest building society - 
Kent Reliance - aims to press ahead 
with controversial re-structuring as 
a bank in order to raise new capital. 

The society would cease to exist and become 
the Kent Reliance Provident Society Limited 
(KRPS) using the brands Kent Reliance, KRBS 
and Kent Reliance Banking Services. 

The deal tabled in mid-July involves American 
private equity firm JC Flowers taking a £50 mil¬ 
lion/49 per cent stake in the mutual, ranked 
12th nationally through its £2.2 billion assets. 

The society’s 180,000 members will be asked 
to vote at a special general meeting this autumn 
with a view to joining the new bank, to be 
launched next year and able to issue shares to 
generate new capital funding. 

But industry watchers predict a stormy pas¬ 
sage as KRPS will retain the mutual member¬ 
ship element, thereby ruling out payment of a 
de-mutualisation sweetener to voters. 

The Financial Services Authority is not 
expected to interfere as there have already been 
mergers in a sector that, with the exception of 
the giant Nationwide (£190bn assets), has 
looked troubled since the 2007 collapse of 
Northern Rock. Ironically, the Rock’s so-called

toxic assets division announced a £349m profit 
this week, albeit without significantly easing its 
£22bn debt. 

And it is grim reading for KRBS and others, 
which have found cash hard to raise for lending 
since Northern Rock crashed, precipitating tighter 
cash flow and regulation in the banking sector. 

Chief executive Mike Lazenby said: “KRBS 
has an excellent opportunity to develop its busi¬ 
ness franchise in the market to build on the prof¬ 
it it was able to declare last year. 

“However, recent pressure on KRBS’s capital 
has proved challenging, particularly as building 
societies cannot raise capital in the way banks do. 

“To meet this challenge, we have been working 
with advisers to produce a structure that 
enables new capital to be introduced, while 
simultaneously providing a basis which can 
allow our members to remain as members of a 
mutual organisation. We believe businesses 
based on mutuality have a major role to play in 


protecting and promoting consumer interests. 

“But to play this role to the full, we now need 
to bring fresh capital into the business.” 

There has been speculation that KRBS could 
then facilitate Flowers’ alleged ambition to cre¬ 
ate a new UK bank by hoovering up other small¬ 
er building societies. The US firm was set-up in 
2001 by Christopher Flowers - a former partner 
with American banking and finance firm 
Goldman Sachs - who has already tried buying 
into Northern Rock, Friends Provident, and 
Bradford and Bingley. 

KRBS has just 45 staff and while it had been 
one of the fastest growing UK societies, Mr 
Lazenby has slashed customer-facing assets. 

Fourteen outlets have been cut to eight and 
only two are now full branches - in Chatham 
and Hempstead - after the 55-year-old society 
boss labelled traditional branches as liabilities. 

He has sought profile through sponsorship 
instead, notably in deals with football clubs 
Gillingham, Charlton Athletic and Whitstable 
Town. Just a few years ago, the Kent society was 
one of the most traditional, side-stepping the 
demutualisation frenzy of the early 1990s when 
many made windfall payments to members in 
order to convert to, or be taken over by, banks. 

KRBS is a conglomerate of several county 
building societies - the oldest being Kent and 
Canterbury, founded in 1847. 

Such organisations were conceived to build 
houses for their members, later concentrating 
more on money and mortgage lending.

Having 
moved it to Lancaster House we had to 
take it up three flights of stairs to the 
concert hall, then deliver it safely home 
again afterwards.” 

He said the new addition to the fleet 
was a major investment in the firm’s 
future. 

“We have been expanding steadily 
since the company started in 1978 and 
are continuing to recruit,” he added.

While I applaud the wonderful Visit Kent tourism posters, I 
can’t help thinking their expensive London-based ad agency 
(don’t we have any talent like that in Kent?) should also have 
been put to work on clever posters and signs to head off lit¬ 
tering that will surely greet the tourists mobilised by the glam¬ 
orous campaign.

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Default retirement age 
death a ‘block on jobs’ 


GOVERNMENT plans to 
scrap the default retire¬ 
ment age from April 6 next 
year have prompted a Kent 
lawyer to speak up for 
young talent struggling to 
get on the jobs ladder. 

Melissa Edmond, employment 
lawyer at Furley Page, said: “Age 
UK’s director Michelle Mitchell has 
stated that ‘everyone stands to win 
from abolishing forced retirement’. 

“It’s a nice thought, but I fail to see 
how the talented and entrepreneur¬ 
ial young win when they are already 
banging their heads against the 
closed doors of the labour market.” 

Ms Edmond argues that raising 
the default retirement age (DRA) 
would have created far fewer prob¬ 
lems than scrapping it. Without a 
DRA employers will risk unfair dis¬ 


missal and age discrimination claims 
for forcing workers to retire. 

She added: “Workforce planning 
will be difficult, and job-blocking by 
more mature staff may become a 
problem. Employers may also find 
themselves tempted to withdraw or 
reduce benefits to staff across the 
workplace for fear of additional cost 
of providing them to the over-65s.” 

Employers have two choices, she 
said. Either stop using retirement 
ages, although they can complete any 
retirements where the employee has 
been notified before April 6, 2011, 
and where the retirement will be 
complete before October 1, 2011. 

Or continue using a retirement 
age. However, when the DRA is 
removed, employers using retire¬ 
ment ages are likely to be challenged 
and will have to satisfy a tribunal 
that their retirement age is objective¬ 
ly justified - not easy to demonstrate, 
she warned.

DAMIAN Green got the chance to relieve some of the stress 
of being immigration minister by pounding a metal door 
with a sledge hammer. It was part of the MP’s tour of 
Sunray Engineering, based at Kingsnorth industrial estate, 
in his Ashford constituency. 

The company, which is celebrating 30 years in business, 
specialises in manufacturing metal security doors. 

Mr Green’s tour was part of a campaign to raise awareness 
of companies involved in the defence industry He was joined 
by Jo James, chief executive of Kent Invicta Chamber of 
Commerce; and Andrew Osborne, economic development 
manager at Ashford council.

He said: “We have a very intensive R&D programme. We 
are a market leader, constantly pushing the boundaries and 
looking for new markets.”

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■ ONE in four employees fail to pro¬ 
vide a single good idea for their 
employers, according to a new study 
It comes after findings that one in five 
small businesses - those employing 10-

■ DOVER District Council is to 
continue negotiations with 
Bond City Ltd about development of 
the St James area of the port, 
known as the Dover Town 
Investment Zone (DTIZ). Councillors 
will now look for a final detailed 
report on Bond’s proposals to be 
aired no later than November 3. 

The council is keen to push the 
economic downturn aside to 
progress plans for the DTIZ follow¬ 
ing Asda’s withdrawal from the 
scheme late last year. Cllr Frederick 
Scales said: “The proposed develop¬ 
ment in the St James area has a live 
planning consent and any new 
application must maintain the same 
standard of design and function.” 

■ KINGS Hill near West Mailing has 
been named as the country’s most 
successful new village in a report by a 
leading property agency CB Richard Ellis 
- Prince Charles’ Poundbury develop¬ 
ment in Dorset came third. 

The 800-acre Kings Hill, standing on a 
former Battle of Britain aerodrome, is 
now home to about 6,000 residents and 
more than 100 businesses employing 
5,000 people. It includes an 18-hole golf 
course, cricket pitch, David Lloyd leisure 
centre plus other sports and leisure facili¬ 
ties, schools and a village centre with 
shops, restaurants and cafes. 

■ ART and antiques values in 

Kent continue to rise, according 
to the latest Royal Institution of 
Chartered Surveyors (RICS) art and 
antiques survey. 

Thirty-six per cent of surveyors 
reported lots in the highest bracket 
of £50,000 and above rose in price 
rather than falling over the past 
quarter - up from 18 per cent in the 
previous quarter. 

In the £5,000 to £50,000 category, 
the figure was 25 per cent - up from 
18 per cent in Q1 - but the lower end 
of the market (£1-5,000) saw a fall 
from 27 per cent in Q1 2010, to 16 per 
cent. The survey shows that despite 
uncertainty in the economy, senti¬ 
ment in the Kent art and antiques 
market appears buoyant. 

RICS South East director Amanda 
Gardiner said: “The results show 
buyers are placing a premium on the 
very best material often due to its 
relatively low availability. 

“Recent aristocratic sales have 
highlighted this trend, revealing the 
investors who are willing to pay 
large sums for ‘museum quality’ 
items.”

INTERVIEW 


You need both realism and optimism to survive in business 
at the moment after the worst recession in decades. And it 
must be reassuring that business people can find both at 
the top of Kent’s premier chamber of commerce, Kent 
Invicta, where chief executive JO JAMES can also add 20 
years’ experience to the mix. Business editor Steve Loader 
asked her about how the county’s battered business 
community can best pick itself up after the recession. 



JO JAMES 


T HAT old line: “When the going 
gets tough, the tough get going” 
would suit Kent Invicta Chamber 
boss Jo James. 

She took over as the group’s chief executive two years 
ago - with the recession in full swing. “People have said 
‘Jo, you can’t go wrong - if it does, you can just blame 
the recession’,” she laughed. 

“But it was challenging to 
take over in a recession and, 
boy, has it been a steep learn¬ 
ing curve. Then again, I have 
probably picked up skills I 
might never have come across 
and, once the economy picks 
up, will leave me better placed 
than before.” 

And she is also quick to pick 
up on other positives: “The 
Budget was okay. We can now 
move on, although there’s that 
spending review in October 
and we all know that services 
will be cut, infrastructure 
development put on hold, and 
there will be redundancies. 

“But let’s not be negative. All these things present 
opportunities for someone somewhere. That’s what busi¬ 
ness is good at - and that’s what Kent businesses are 
particularly good at. 

“If a public sector service is being cut, business needs 
to say, ‘Somebody was using that service, so there’s an 
opportunity’. I’m an optimist, but I’ve known businesses 
where someone has left through cuts, gone freelance 
and actually gone back into their old organisation as a 
contractor and ended up being better off And that’s 
another thing about the current climate: businesses are 


much more streamlined and well placed to bounce back 
when the upturn really starts.” 

This upbeat mood has carried Jo to the top of an 
organisation she joined as an “office hand” 20 years ago 
and literally helped build into a highly-respected mover 
and shaker in county business circles. When the then 
Ashford Chamber was building its new HQ at 
Waterbrook Avenue, opposite the Orbital Park, in the 
early 1990s, she grabbed the architect’s shopping list of 
materials and set about sourc¬ 
ing them - for free, if possible. 

She recalled: “Businesses 
were very supportive by and 
large, though the ones you 
expected to be most generous 
actually weren’t. I remember a 
well known DIY store donat¬ 
ing a £50 box of tiles, while a 
family business in Bethersden 
donated a lovely handmade 
kitchen at cost. 

“That’s what I like about this 
centre, though, it was built 
with a lot of input from the 
business community and for 
the business community.” 

The chamber moved in in 
1994 and later took over the Maidstone and Canterbury 
(2005 and 2006) chambers and assumed the more wide- 
ranging title of Kent Invicta, but initially shared its new 
building - still known as Ashford Business Point - with 
the local enterprise agency to form what former trade 
and industry secretary Michael Heseltine had envis¬ 
aged as business ‘one-stop shops’. 

The Ashford set-up failed in its pitch for cash to 
become one of Tarzan’s official business hubs, but Jo 
recalled fondly how local businesses and councils rode 
to the rescue. She paints an interesting deja vu of how

Heseltine’s proposals had sought to strip 
away the tangle of public and private sector 
bodies then offering business advice; one 
resembling the framework that the new 
coalition Government is also committed to 
tearing down through abolition of the 
regional development agencies and 
BusinessLink. 

“The whole landscape will change again,” 
said Jo. “We are going to get local enterprise 
partnerships instead, but nobody knows 
what a LEP is going to look like, will do, or 
the geographical area it will cover.” 

Faced with such confusion, she added: “All 
you can do as an organisation is ensure that 
you are one of the first in there and try to 
influence what is going on. 

“I feel that LEPs are a real opportunity, 
but let’s not look at how the landscape was 
and let’s ask business what it wants to see.” 

Naturally, she feels Kent Invicta can have 
a major role in this as the county’s largest 
chamber and with a board of 12 who can all 
field expertise in key sectors, feeding com¬ 
ment up to the regional chamber compris¬ 
ing chief executives like Jo, and then to the 
national chamber with input to ministers. 

But she is also 
keen for the cham¬ 
ber to play its own 
part: “I want us to 
engage with and 
offer services to 
non-member busi¬ 
nesses as well as 
members.” 

The chamber 
was, for instance, 
offering free busi¬ 
ness start-up 
advice for people 
who might have 
been made redun¬ 
dant and wanted 
to try going it 
alone. The cham¬ 
ber also had a 
vast array of other 
free and paid for 
services - mem¬ 
bers get preferen¬ 
tial rates. “But 
chambers are also 
very good at shar¬ 
ing and we need to further that culture of 
sharing,” she added. 

“There is so much expertise out there and 
there’s nothing like listening to a real-life

JO’S TOP TIPS 

• Be ready to form partnership ventures - 
“There is the realisation that the biggest 
threat comes not from the firm next door, 
but from the other side of the world.” 

• Look in the opposite direction - “Too many 
Kent firms fail to recognise that the 
Continent is a market closer to home than 
much of the UK, and ignore their export 
potential.” 

• The time is right for export - “The pound 
is weak and the chamber has the expertise 
and contacts to help people adapt and 
market their products. I’m always amazed 
by what help we can call upon within the 
membership and by how far people will go 
to deliver that help.” 

• You don’t have to be a chamber member, 
just contact us - “We want to serve every¬ 
one in the business community.” 


lived and breathed what you are now going 
through. If we are going to get through this 
[downturn] we have to pool resources and 
share experience. Don’t view your competi¬ 
tor with suspicion -

She also backs

over to the other side of the Channel than it is 
to send them out of the county. Of course, there 
are language and other differences, and the 
psychological barrier of the Channel itself, but 
there are people there to help.” And while it 
was fashionable to deride the former Labour 
government’s efforts on the business front, she 
believes the UKTI (UK Trade and Investment) 
body founded in 1999 offered good services to 
would-be exporters: “Kent is also in good shape 
to respond to the export drive, because we 
don’t have those large businesses that are 


slimming or closing down after being hit by the 
recession - we’re flexible,” she said. 

“Part of our strategy as a chamber over the 
next three years is to actually help identify 
who has export potential and we are looking to 
build a series of internationalisation events. 

“But people must do their export homework 
and ask, ‘What do I need to do to my product, 
is it right for the marketplace, and is the 
price right?’.” 

And she is confident, too, that Kent is 
already doing its bit for exports through so 
much of the intellectual property that fuels the 
exports of firms based elsewhere in the coun¬ 
try. ‘We don’t measure that or put it over that 
well, but we have many small manufacturers 
who won’t set the world on fire as exporters, 
but they are part of a bigger product,” she said. 

Looking inwards again, she was also proud of 
the chamber’s partnership in Backing Kent 
Business, which also includes the county coun¬ 
cil, other chambers, Institute of Directors, 
Federation of Small Businesses and county 
universities. As chairwoman she helped 
announce the new group’s first major initia¬ 
tive, the Kent Wind Energy database/website, 
launched to enable county businesses to regis¬ 
ter interest in work on the London Array wind 
farm being built off the Kent coast. 

We want to get much of that business into 
Kent,” she said. “Yes, there will be specialists 
from outside who will have to come in, but it is 
a huge project and local businesses can regis¬ 
ter their details and, in turn, be identified as 
potential suppliers.”

Cooperation 
offers a root 
to scientific 
success 

EAST Mailing Research and the 
University of Reading have announced 
a new collaboration to advance 
research in horticultural crop science. 

East Mailing chief executive Dr Mike 
Solomon and the university’s vice- 
chancellor Professor Gordon Marshall 
signed a memorandum of understand¬ 
ing (MoU) to include joint bids for 
funding for research and knowledge 
transfer, and the training of the next 
generation of crop scientists. 

It will also mean closer involvement 
of East Mailing Research in the univer¬ 
sity’s research via the National Fruit 
Collection at Brogdale, Faversham. 

The partners say the MoU will help 
ensure research in horticultural crop 
science is economically sustainable 
and supported adequately by industry. 

Dr Solomon said: “The MoU comes at 
a time when a spirit of collaboration 
and co-operation, rather than competi¬ 
tion, is much needed.” 

Prof Marshall said it combined com¬ 
plementary skills of two leading UK 
horticultural research providers to 
meet future food security challenges. 
He added: “Research collaboration,

rather than competition, is the way for¬ 
ward in responding to society’s and 
industry’s horticultural science 
research needs. I hope this MoU sends 
an important signal to both govern¬ 
ment and the horticultural industry.” 

East Mailing Research is the UK’s top 
research centre for the horticultural 
industry. As well as developing dwarf 
rootstocks and storage technologies 
now used throughout the world, the 
site has been at the heart of improving 
the sector’s ability to improve yields 
and environmental performance and 


adapt to the impact of climate change. 

Scientists there recently completed 
the DNA fingerprinting of more than 
2,200 apple and 500 pear trees at 
Brogdale. It is now partnering a uni¬ 
versity with an international reputa¬ 
tion in food security and researching 
the impact of climate change upon 
agriculture and horticulture. 

Reading has also pioneered the use of 
spectral filters - plastic films used to 
manipulate light in greenhouses - and 
ushered in new crop forecasting tech¬ 
niques for growers. 


Short supply keeps farmland prices high 


FARMLAND prices in Kent are staying high 
despite a general lack of confidence across the 
UK economy. 

The findings in the latest Royal Institute of 
Chartered Surveyors (RICS) land market 
survey showed arable land prices in the coun¬ 
ty rising from £13,591 to £14,209 per hectare, 
and pasture land prices rising from £11,738 
to £11,676 per hectare over the past six 
months. 

RICS says it reflects confidence among UK 


farmers - the industry has been lifted by calls 
for more homegrown food supplies - and a 
return to the market by lifestyle buyers look¬ 
ing for ‘good life’ or equestrian properties. 

With dwindling supplies of surplus land, 
surveyors expect no let up over the next year 
as demand continues to outstrip supply. 

South East RICS director Amanda 
Gardiner said: “As in the previous survey, 
we are seeing demand from farmers who 
are keen to expand their production, partic¬ 


ularly into neighbouring farms. Given the 
elevated prices at the farm gate, it seems 
farmers are willing to pay a premium in 
order to do so. 

“Farmland continues to be viewed as ‘reces¬ 
sion proof and we are seeing UK and over¬ 
seas investors purchasing commercial farms 
as an alternative form of investment which is 
outperforming other markets. 

“These investors are competing with farm¬ 
ers and keeping prices high.” 


HADLOW College has returned to 
the top flight just seven years after 
hearing the education establish¬ 
ment read it the last rites.

Instead of selling assets, it has a recent track 
record of investment in new farms and facili¬ 
ties, farm shops, tearooms and a garden cen¬ 
tre. This has resulted in a maximum ‘out¬ 
standing 5 grading from education watchdog 
Ofsted and a place at the pinnacle of the UK’s 
250-plus further education colleges - a long 
way from the bottom five per cent category it 
had sunk to just a few years ago. 

The college, which covers agriculture, horti¬ 
culture, animal management, countryside 
management, fisheries, equine and many 
other subjects, achieved 24 ‘outstanding 5 grad¬ 
ings across 27 categories. 

Transformation 



College spokeswoman Pat Crawford said: 
“Our transformation has made educational 
history. It took vision, drive, passion, determi¬ 
nation, focus, motivation and desire - from all 
the staff - and a very real sense of the impor¬ 
tant part the specialist land-based colleges 
must play in regard to the challenges the 
world is facing: climate change, burgeoning 
population and food security.” 

The Ofsted rating comes after another suc¬ 
cessful year, which included scooping awards 
at the Hampton Court Palace Flower Show. 

Hadlow also grabbed the national spotlight 
in March by opening a ground-breaking 
£450,000 Centre for Sustainable Rural 
Regeneration. It is believed to be the first such 
building on any UK campus, and operates as a 
students’ study centre and a meeting place or 
‘hub’ for the rural business community. 

It features triple glazing, low-flush toilets 
and waterless urinals, daylight dimming bulbs 
and heating that uses a pump to draw warmth 
from the ground.

LISA Dobriskey failed to live up to her billing 
after missing out on a medal at the European 
Athletics Championships in Barcelona last 
Sunday. 

The 26-year-old athlete entered the event 
as one of the fastest 1500m runners in the 
world this year, but was edged out of the 
medals, finishing the final in fourth place. 

The Ashford athlete looked to be in prime 
position to strike for gold on the final lap, but 
allowed herself to get boxed in on the bend, 
which stopped her from launching into a sprint 
finish. She could only recover to fourth position. 

Spain’s Nuria Fernandez won gold with 
France’s Hind Dehiba taking silver and 
another Spaniard, Natalia Rodriguez, took 
bronze. 

Dobriskey, a world silver medallist, was 
disappointed with the result, but refused to 
blame her fitness after suffering a niggling 
back injury earlier this season. 

She said: “I can honestly put my hand on 
heart, I gave everything but I wasn’t good 
enough. I’ve come here in the best shape I 
wanted to be in, training has gone well and I 
have no excuses.” 

Dobriskey was due to return to competitive 
action in the Diamond League meeting at 
Stockholm, Sweden, on Friday. 

Montell Douglas also endured a disappoint¬ 
ing championship as she was part of the 
Great Britain 4x100m relay team that failed 
to qualify for last Sunday’s final. 

The 24-year-old Blackheath & Bromley 
sprinter, who grew up in Chatham, was part 
of a relay quartet labelled a “disgrace” by 
head of UK Athletics, Charles Van 
Commenee, after an error-strewn race saw 
them finish sixth in the semi-final. 

She said after the race: “In training 
things had been going well, so it was really 
disappointing.”

E VEN my four previous 
seasons as Kent’s cap¬ 
tain could not prepare 
me for the difficulty of 
doing the job this summer.

The LV= County Championship victory 
against Essex, at the start of the Canterbury 
festival week, was particularly sweet - given 
all the frustrations we have endured - and a 
vital win in the context of our whole season. 

We have played the championship fixture 
against Somerset since, of course, but that 
Essex game was a must-win because they 
are one of the sides that we can finish above 
in our fight to stay in Division One come the 
end of the campaign in mid-September. 

W arwickshire look adrift at the foot of 
the table, but the second relegation 
place will most probably be occupied 
by one of Essex, Hampshire and ourselves. 
We still have to play Hampshire again, at 
home in Canterbury in our penultimate 
match of the season, and Warwickshire away, 
but because of the victory over Essex, our fate 
is now very much still in our own hands - 
and that’s the way I like it. 

It was no surprise to me we played well 
against Essex, because we were able to put 
out our strongest side - bar possibly Robbie 
Joseph - into the field for the very first time 
in the championship this season, and we 
won. It just underlined how unfortunate we 
have been this summer, what with one 
thing and another. 

My own broken finger, suffered in early 
July, felt like it was the last straw when it 
happened, but I was always hopeful of mak¬ 
ing it back in time for the Canterbury festival 
and I felt it was important to get back for 
these last two games.

I have not been hitting as many balls in 
practice as I would usually do, in order to 
make sure the finger heals up properly, and it 
hurts a bit when I play some cross-bat shots - 
but overall it is fine and I am looking forward 
to the last five or six weeks of the season. 

All I hope is that - at last - we can get down 
to playing a run of games with our strongest 
team available. If we can do that, I am confi¬ 
dent we can finish the summer strongly and 


show what we are still capable of as a side. 

With my injury, and the call-ups to the 
England Lions of both Darren Stevens and 
James Tredwell in late June and early 
July - plus Treddy’s subsequent selection 
for the England one-day squad against 
Bangladesh - our Twenty20 campaign was 
well and truly undermined in the second- 
half of the group stage. 

Not having Robbie Joseph fit for almost all

the first four months of the season has hit us 
hard, too. 

In the Clydesdale Bank 40 League, too, we 
have also suffered from missing key players 
and so it is the championship that we really 
have to concentrate on in these final weeks. 

I keep saying that, actually, we are not a 
bad side - because I know that is the truth. 
But it is all the off-field problems, as captain, 
with injuries and unavailability and the 
uncertainty week to week of who you have 
got, which really wears you down. Trying to 
get by all the time is not the way you want to 
go, but we’ve had no alternative and so we’ve 
just had to get on with things. 

O ne final word about Amjad Khan and 
the situation surrounding him and the 
offers he’s been receiving from Somerset 
and Sussex. I’m hopeful Amjad will stay with 
us at Kent, and I think he’s made it clear that 
he would like to. Hopefully a deal will be done 
to suit both Amjad and the club. 

The financial situation at Kent is well 
known, and as a result the vision for the 
future - from the playing side - has 
changed a bit since last year. But I think the 
club has been pretty honest with all the 
players, and especially the senior players, 
and again I am hopeful they will all be com¬ 
mitted - as I am - to being a part of the 
club’s immediate future.

Lashings star tells of fight against 
Mugabe and exile to county in book 


THERE’S a revealing moment in 
Henry Olonga’s autobiography, when 
he describes how he felt arriving in 
Kent after fleeing the Mugabe regime 
in Zimbabwe. 

In Maidstone, where the former 
Zimbabwe international now lives, the 
definition of political oppression is a 
fortnightly rubbish collection. In 
Zimbabwe it is being hung upside 
down by a militia and having your 
eyes gouged out while you are still 
alive. 

“I soon noticed how sensitive rela¬ 
tionships with neighbours can be in 
England,” he writes. “There were 
many arguments about noise, garbage, 
over-parking and so on. It was a differ¬ 
ent world for me, as in Africa people 
care less about such things.” 

Yet Olonga’s book Blood, Sweat and 
Treason also makes it clear how 
friendly he found everyone in 
Maidstone after moving there to join 
Lashings Cricket Club.

In his native Africa, Olonga’s family 
split up when he was a child, he was 
twice nearly kidnapped, close friends 
of his died, he was plagued by injuries 
and later ostracised by team-mates he 
suspected of racism and then suffered 


a terrifying carjacking - and all this 
happened before he took on 
Zimbabwe’s dictator Robert Mugabe. 

Olonga is a complex and sensitive 
character who says he can identify 
with Marcus Trescothick’s battles with 
mental illness, even if he was never 
affected to the same degree. 

This book is billed the stoiy of the 
man “who risked his life in the name of 
freedom” and it isn’t an exaggeration. 

Given that Olonga speaks better 
English than many natives, even 
though it isn’t his first language, it’s 
somewhat surprising to find his auto¬ 
biography has been ghosted. 

The end result however is a read 
that’s sometimes harrowing, always 
compelling and occasionally ego-punc- 
turingly funny - Mark Nicholas’s reac¬ 
tion when he realises Henry can’t 
remember his name is worth the 
£18.99 on its own.

ASHFORD Town will sit out the new football 
season after new owner Tony Betteridge decid¬ 
ed there wasn’t time to rebuild the club after 
his takeover. 

The troubled club were hoping to enter the 
Kent League this season, after Betteridge won 
a long drawn out legal dispute with former co¬ 
owner Don Crosbie last week. However, after 
positive talks with the league, plans to enter 
the division were abandoned on Monday. 

With the future of the club only decided last 
week after Town entered administration, 
Ashford were left with a race against time to 
ensure competitive football at Homelands. 

Betteridge held talks with the Kent League 
who said the club could enter this season, but 
with no definite structure in place, he felt 
there was not enough time. He has, though, 
assured supporters the club will return to com¬ 
petitive action in the 2011-12 season. 

He said: “I have come to a decision that 
Ashford will not be playing football this sea¬ 
son. It is a sad situation but I have spoken to 
various experts and they have agreed this is 
the best course of action.

They said they 
could have slotted us in this season, but with 
the lack of structure at the club it would have 
been a rush job to do it. I have tried to give the 
supporters what they want, but I feel there is 
too much to be done in a short space of time.”

EBBSFLEET United may have 
endured another turbulent close- 
season but Liam Daish’s side appear 
to be heading into Blue Square Bet 
South under strong leadership, 
writes Steve Tervet.

Aitken met informally with club 
representatives on Wednesday 
night and has also had a prelimi¬ 
nary discussion with Bowden- 
Brown, who reiterated his desire 
to step down this week. 

“I want to get out,” he said. “I’ve 
done my bit, [the takeover] is 
what I’m working towards and 
I’m not going to stand in anyone’s 
way. Administration is not an 
option, we will get through this 
one way or the other. 

“I hope supporters will see 
Glenn’s involvement as positive 
news, but we’ve also got to make 
sure that any deal keeps Oliver 


Ash (who owns 25 per cent of the 
club’s shares) happy.” 

Aitken was a member of the 
Stones side in the late 70s and 
early 80s that earned fame for a 
series of giant-killing runs in the 
FA Cup. He also played for 
Gillingham and was a member of 
the Wimbledon side that memo¬ 
rably drew with Leeds United in 
the FA Cup in 1975. 

He later worked with Lashings 
and was chief executive at 
Gravesend & Northfleet. 

“I’ve known Glenn for a very 
long time and I hope that sup¬ 
porters will realise that by asking 
a man of his calibre to handle 
these negotiations I’m demon¬ 
strating how serious I am about 
taking over the Stones,” Folb 
said. 

Maidstone announced this 
week they will be playing their 
home games at Ashford’s 
Homelands ground after agree¬ 
ing a new deal with owner Tony 
Betteridge.

TALKS A GOOD GAME

HACKING her way round Prince’s Golf 
Club in 1984, anyone who saw Karen 
Stupples’ first round of golf would have 
been forgiven for thinking she might not 
be back. 

Golf can be a thoroughly miserable experience on a 
bad day and carding a 144 would be enough for most 
people to think maybe it was not the sport for them. 

But despite going round in 72-over-par, Stupples 
had the bug. The fact she had taken on Prince’s - a 
former Open host course - aged 11 with minimal 
experience was indicative of the desire to set the bar 
high from day one, showing a streak which would 
push her to ever greater heights later on. 

“I’m probably one of the most stubborn people 
you’ll ever meet,” she said. “There’s been very few 
things I’ve thought I couldn’t do and I don’t know if 
that’s a good thing or not, but I’m willing to try and 
keep going until I either win or fail.” 

By 16 the Deal schoolgirl was playing off scratch 
and representing England at the start of a successful, 
but not spectacular amateur career, which came third 
in her list of priorities behind school and work. 

It was only once she arrived at the University of 
Florida on a golf scholarship that her game went to 
the next level. Opening a new world of possibilities, it 
was the first exposure to the LPGA Tour - home to 
the best female players in the world. 

Not for the first - or last - time, Stupples opted for 
a tougher route and decided to focus on making it 
in the States. Although the fledgling months after 
qualifying were a struggle to make ends meet, it 
was a formative period. It is a path she believes 
more aspiring players from Europe should follow to 
fulfil their potential. 

“The bottom line is until you put it out 
there you never know if you’ve got it or 
not,” she said. “The biggest key for me was 
going to university out there. Whether you 
graduate or not is a bit irrelevant - I’m 
going to get killed for 
saying that - but if your 
main goal is to play golf, 
the American university 
system is fantastic. 

“You get used to the 
travel and the system, 
so if your ultimate goal 
is to play golf in America 
it might be a good idea to 
go to school out there, 
even if it’s only for one or 
two years. 

“It is comfortable in 
Europe, you can come home and your 
parents will pick you up, it’s a very easy 
existence, but if you want to be the best 
you’ve got to go and play with the best.” 

The decision paid off. Steady progress up 
the rankings accelerated in 2004 with a first 
victory in the Welch’s/Fry’s Championship in 


Deal’s former British Open winner Karen Stupples 
says more women European golfers should take 
a trip Stateside in their bid to join the game’s elite 
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Tuscon, Arizona. It was swiftly followed by 
the biggest title of her career, the Women’s 
British Open at Sunningdale. 

The victory elevated the 37-year-old to a 
new level, becoming only 
the third English golfer 
to win a major, although 
the amount of time spent 
in the US means she 
has an ambiguous rela¬ 
tionship with the sport 
in this country. 

She said: “I have 
always thought of myself 
as a bit of an overlooked 
golfer here, in America 
they know who I am 
because I’m there all the 
time. From the time I went out to the 
States on a golf scholarship, I kind of felt 
like once you’re out of sight you’re out of 
mind. I think maybe to a certain extent I 
still feel that. 

“It doesn’t bother me, but I have a chuck¬ 
le at some of the things. When you look at 


the records I’m the only British golfer to 
win a major that doesn’t have an honour 
from the Queen. I’m the only one. I have a 
chuckle at it, really what does that mean?

“But to be the only one not to have it adds 
to that forgotten golfer thing.” 

Results since then have been patchy, with 
the birth of her first child, Logan, in 2007, 
and appendicitis last year, slowing progress. 

Victory in the Wales Ladies Championship 
of Europe in last August, which she defends 
in Conwy next week, was her first since the 
British Open, but came too late for Solheim 
Cup selection, which was a bitter blow. 

Stupples intends to play on at the top level 
for at least another decade and believes her 
best golf still lies ahead. 

She said: “In terms of winning I think I 
have plenty more wins left in me. I don’t hon¬ 
estly think I’ve reached my potential and 
that is my main driving force, I just want to 
see how good I can be. I would love to win 
more majors.” 

With her track record of meeting chal¬ 
lenges head-on, few would bet against 
Stupples becoming a multiple major winner. 

Who knows, with another of the sport’s 
blue riband events in the bag, she may even 
get a call from the palace. 


Seymour set for World Cup spot 


AFTER being a virtual ever¬ 
present in the national side for 
the past 12 months, Natalie 
Seymour should be among the 
World Cup hockey squad 
announced tomorrow. 

The 23-year-old featured in 
every game as England finished 
third at the Champions Trophy, 
the team’s first ever medal in the 
event. The tournament in 


Nottingham served as a warm¬ 
up for the World Cup, which 
begins in Rosario, Argentina, on 
August 29. 

If selected it would be the first 
time Seymour, who plays club 
hockey for Canterbury ladies, 
has appeared at a World Cup, 
which is second only in impor¬ 
tance to the Olympic title. 

She won her 41st international 


cap playing in a Test against the 
USA on Tuesday, which England 
lost 3-2. 

England have never finished 
higher than fourth and face a 
tough test to get out of their 
group, which includes the hosts 
and China, two of the top three 
sides in the world rankings. 

Elsewhere, England’s men 
complete their Champions 


Trophy campaign today. Defeats 
to hosts Germany and Australia, 
plus a 3-3 draw with Spain in 
their opening pool games in 
Monchengladbach left them 
fighting for a bronze medal at 
best, but Chatham-born Ashley 
Jackson continued his prolific 
goalscoring form with three 
goals in the opening three 
games.

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GILLINGHAM chairman Paul 
Scally has moved to calm sup¬ 
porters’ fears by insisting the 
High Court action taken against 
him by two former Watford FC 
owners has nothing to do with 
the football club. 

It emerged this week the Gills chairman 
has been served with a writ by Valley Grown 
Salads, owned by former Watford directors 
Giacomo and Vincenzo Russo. 

The brothers have launched legal action to 
reclaim a £250,000 loan they say was made 
to Scally in 2007 - a time when they owned 
the Hornets - which they claim is unpaid. 

The Gills chief intends to defend the writ, 
but made it clear the dispute was independ¬ 
ent of the club. 

He said: “Everything is in the hands of my 
lawyers and it’s a matter which is complete¬ 
ly unconnected to the football club and is a 
private matter between me and the Russos. 

“I don’t know what the Russos are saying 
because I’ve not seen the story, but right 
now I’m not too concerned because it’s in the 
hands of my lawyers anyway.” 

According to the legal documents, which 
were issued in June, the loan was for “short¬ 
term financial assistance” and transferred 
into Scally’s personal bank account on 
December 5,2007. 


Under the terms, which the write claims 
were agreed orally, the money was due to be 
repaid in three months, after which point a 
commercial rate of interest would then be 
charged. This takes the amount claimed to 
be owed by Scally to more than £284,000. 

The claim is for a rate of six per cent, 
which was the same level charged on a com¬ 
mercial loan previously advanced to Scally 
by the Russo brothers, according to the writ. 

The brothers claim despite several oral 
and written demands for repayment, the 
most recent coming from their solicitors 
Vanderpump & Sykes in May, Scally has yet 
to repay a penny. 

The issuing of the loan came just before 
Scally sold Gillingham’s Priestfield Stadium 
for £9.8 million to a separate company, 
Priestfield Developments Limited. 

Under the deal, formally agreed at an 
EGM of Gillingham FC Ltd on December 
20, 2007, the club’s debts were slashed from 
more than £12m down to about £3m. 

Scally, who rescued Gills in 1995, when he 
bought the club for £1, denied the Russo 
loan was linked to the sale of Priestfield. 

He said: “It’s completely unconnected. I 
don’t know what the timing of it was and I 
don’t know where that’s come from. It’s got 
absolutely nothing to do with Priestfield 
Developments.” 
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Kent to hold Azhar back 
for championship run-in 


KENT look set to rest all-rounder Azhar 
Mahmood for the visit of Leicestershire in 
today’s Clydesdale Bank 40 clash to keep 
him fresh for the remainder of the champi¬ 
onship season. 

The 35-year-old is contracted for limited 
overs cricket only for Kent and plays in the 
LV= County Championship on a ‘pay as you 
pla/ deal. 

He featured for the county just three times 
in the championship before last week’s 99- 
run win against Essex, but his display in 
that game, in which he recorded match fig¬ 
ures of 8 for 109, prompted the club to ask 
him to play against Somerset this week. 

With Kent in a battle to stay in Division 
One, remaining in the championship’s top 
tier is the priority and that could mean 
resting Mahmood, arguably the club’s best 
bowler, for one-day games to ensure he is fit 
and ready to play in the championship. 

‘We’ve had to work to get him ready for 
the championship game and the sacrifice 
may be that he doesn’t play on Sunday in 
the one-day game because he would have 
played eight days out of nine,” head coach 
Paul Farbrace said. 

“We definitely want to keep him fresh for 
the championship games now as it takes 
preference for the last six weeks of the sea¬ 
son and we want to get as many games out 
of him as we can. 

“Even as we have a 10-day break after

today it’s not going to be easy, there is a 
chance he may not figure in a couple of 
games after that.” 

The former Surrey man has a contract at 
the club that runs until the end of the 2011 
season and hasn’t signed a new deal as 
an extension to that, contrary to reports 
elsewhere this week. 

Farbrace added: “He was always contract¬ 
ed for next year as far as I was concerned 
and also becomes British qualified. 

“He hasn’t signed another deal.” 

Elsewhere, Kent are due to begin talks 
with Amjad Khan in the next few weeks. 

The fast bowler, who is in the last year of 
his contract, has offers from Sussex and 
Somerset, but is believed to be holding out 
to hear what Kent’s intentions are. 

The county are keen on keeping him at St 
Lawrence and will sit down with the player 
and his agent in the next couple of weeks. 

Farbrace said: “We really don’t want to 
lose Amjad, this year his effort and commit¬ 
ment has been 100 per cent and he has 
bowled well. We are very pleased with how 
he is doing, but we are aware other clubs 
are interested. 

“When you look at the quality of the 
bowlers available it’s no surprise Amjad is 
one of those other counties are pursuing.”
